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The Maryland Million was designed to showcase 
and celebrate the state's breeding industry, but noth¬ 
ing that happens at Laurel on Sunday will compensate 
for the blow that the industry suffered this summer. 

Windfields Farm, Maryland's preeminent breeder, 
shut down its operation in Chesapeake City and 
moved four leading stallions out of the state. Never 
again will Maryland be the home for horses of this 
quality; never again will Arab sheikhs be spending mil¬ 
lions of dollars for the offspring of Maryland stallions. 

Yet even though the industry's prestige may have 
been dented, the Windfields defection didn't do seri¬ 
ous harm to the basic good health of the state's Thor¬ 
oughbred business. 

People in Maryland can still count many more 
pluses than minuses. The state can look with pride on 
the sheer number of good horses it produces. Its 
breeding industry has been run more intelligently and 
innovatively than any in America. And all the evidence 
suggests that it is going to get stronger. 

The presence of Windfields in Maryland always had 
been something of an anomaly—as if Tiffany's had its 
main store in Queens instead of on Fifth Avenue. The 
Canadian-based operation owned Northern Dancer, 
and when he started to show signs of greatness as a 
stallion it was clear that he wouldn't be able to fulfill his 
potential being bred to mares north of the border. 

So Windfields opened its Maryland farm, and after 
Northern Dancer established himself as the greatest 
stallion in the world, it didn't matter where he called 
home. 

If he had been standing in Alaska, breeders would 
have shipped their best mares to him. When he was 
generating so much income (with a stud fee that went 
as high as $1 million), Windfields could easily afford 
the expense of dual operations. 

But when the great stallion was retired, Windfields 
found itself back in the real world; it had to compete 
with other commercial breeders in an increasingly 
tough industry. So its principal stallions. The Minstrel 


and Assert (Ire), are going to Kentucky, along with two 
others. Lesser stallions who were based there have 
been shifted to other Maryland farms. 

"From a prestige standpoint, this is going to be a 
significant loss," said Richard Wilcke, executive vice- 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion. "We're not going to have horses like Ajdal to 
claim as Maryland-bred champions." 

Ajdal, like El Gran Senor, Shareef Dancer and many 
others, were Windfields-sired horses who went on to 
glory in Europe. 

Big deal! Aside from the prestige, Maryland hasn't 
lost much of anything. The presence of Northern 
Dancer and The Minstrel didn't yield any tangible ben¬ 
efits to Maryland. Breeders here could not afford to 
pay their six-figure stud fees. Nor did the presence of 
Windfields encourage any other nationally important 
breeding farms to move to Maryland. 

What Maryland still has—with or without Wind- 
fields—is an efficient breeding industry geared to pro¬ 
duce horses for the Laurel-Pimlico circuit, and one 
whose record compares favorably with any other re¬ 
gional (i.e., non-Kentucky) breeding industry. 

Maryland breeders can't support stallions with as¬ 
tronomical stud fees; the top price a stallion in this area 
can reasonably command is $25,000 or so. By Kentucky 
standards, the state's leading stallions would belong in 
the bargain basement, but are extraordinarily produc¬ 
tive. Rollicking (1988 fee: $10,000) keeps cranking out 
large numbers of winners year after year. So do Lord 
Gaylord and John Alden. 

If all the states with ambitious programs for their 
state-bred horses held their own version of Sunday's 
extravaganza at Laurel, the overall quality of the Mary¬ 
land Million would be clearly superior to that of a New 
York Million and at least as good as a California Mil¬ 
lion. 

And the roster of Maryland-bred champions in re¬ 
cent years can compare favorably with any state. Even

without the Windfields horses, Maryland produced 
champions like Broad Brush, Jameela, Pearl Necklace, 
Heavenly Cause, Heartlight No. One, Guilty Con¬ 
science, Star de Naskra and Dave's Friend in recent 
years. 

Part of the reason for the success of the Maryland 
breeding industry is its age; breeders build up bands 
of broodmares over a long period of time. Breeding 
programs can't spring up overnight, as New York has 
demonstrated. But the other reason for Maryland's 
success is the way the industry has been fostered by 
political and economic forces. 

The Maryland Fund, created by the state legislature 
in 1962, was the first program for state-breds in the 
country; it channeled purse money to races for Mary- 
land-breds exclusively. It gave such a boost to the in¬ 
dustry that virtually every other state has subse¬ 
quently imitated the program. 

But Maryland stayed ahead of the pack by changing 
the nature of its program and eliminating daily races 
for state-breds. Instead, the Maryland Fund money 
went into stakes and into awards for owners and breed¬ 
ers whose horses win in open company. "The idea was 
to avoid subsidizing cheap horses," VVilcke said. "We 
didn't want people to breed cheap horses in order to 
duck open competition." 

In this respect, Maryland differs markedly from 
New York and California, whose breeding programs 
often produce races that are a conspicuous embarrass¬ 
ment. Belmont Park offers $24,000 purses for New 
York-bred maidens who couldn't win in $10,000 claim¬ 
ing company if they had to fend for themselves in the 
real world. 

The economic incentives of the Maryland Fund have 
yielded the intended results, and now another eco¬ 
nomic stimulus seems likely to push the industry fur¬ 
ther ahead. 

Since Frank De Francis and his partners bought the 
Maryland Thoroughbred tracks, and since the state 
legislature granted special tax relief to the industry. 


and since intertrack wagering has spurred business, 
the purses in Maryland have been skyrocketing. 

In the fall of 1985 a maiden special weight race at 
Laurel carried an $11,000 purse; this fall they are worth 
$16,000—and they will be going higher. Some fans 
have justifiably grumbled that the quality of competi¬ 
tion hasn't improved commensurately with the purse 
money, but improving the breed takes time. 

"You just can't turn on the spigot and get quality," 
said De Francis. "The 'Maryland miracle' started tak¬ 
ing place in 1985, and a breeder who recognized it in 
1986 is not going to have 2-year-olds on the track until 
1989. But now that people see what is happening to the 
purses in Maryland, you can see them buying better 
mares, breeding to better stallions, going into the mar¬ 
ket and buying better yearlings. It's exciting to see it 
happening." 

Indeed, people involved in Maryland racing have 
no choice but to upgrade, or they won't be able to 
compete effectively for the hefty purses now being 
offered at the state's tracks. A race run at Laurel last 
Saturday provided an economic lesson in microcosm. 

The allowance race was designed to attract the bet¬ 
ter distance runners on the grounds, and it would ordi¬ 
narily have been populated by the familiar Maryland 
regulars like Castelets, Brilliant Stepper and Spar¬ 
row von. 

But the race's $30,000 purse was so attractive that 
Wayne Lukas shipped in a stakes-quality horse. Fast 
Forward, from New Jersey, and he blew away the lo¬ 
cals. 

The horses bred in Maryland are going to keep im¬ 
proving because they have to. And the state's Thor¬ 
oughbred industry is going to keep getting stronger— 
even without the glittery presence of Windfields Farm. □

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Maryland Million ITT 
Exceeds Expectations

How much was the purse?" asked 77-year-old 
Elena Trenholm from her Miami home a few days after 
the third Maryland Million. 

Told she had just earned $60,000 for her mare Dark 
Tzarina's victory in the $100,000 State of Maryland Dis¬ 
taff Handicap, the owner was jubilant. 

"Wonderful. I heard by telephone that she had won 
the race but 1 didn't find out the amount. I've been 


racing horses for nearly 50 years now and that's the 
biggest purse Tve ever won," said the mistress of 
Cerulean Farm, who added she had a pony at age 6 
and played polo in her younger years. 

Trainer Kirk Steen Jr. was as delighted as Mrs. 
Trenholm. Dark Tzarina was the first horse he had ever 
saddled in Maryland. The New Jersey/Florida-based 
horseman had hoped to run Dark Tzarina in the Mary- 
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land Million last year but the mare was sidelined by a 
popped splint. The setback did not stop him from 
planning for 1988. Bred by Barbara Graham, Dark 
Tzarina (Rollicking—Salem Savior) had been pur¬ 
chased by Steen for Mrs. Trenholm for $16,000 at 
Timonium as a yearling in 1984. 

Dark Tzarina, whose winning mutuel payoff was 
$51.20, the longest price ever for the Maryland Million, 
characterized the spirit of the event, which Jim McKay 
likes to call "a day to celebrate Maryland's great racing 
industry." 

Five-year-old Dark Tzarina was one of the four win¬ 
ners sired by Nancy Leonard's remarkably dependable 
21-year-old stallion Rollicking from Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick. What Rollicking accomplished at Mary¬ 
land Million III on September 18 at Laurel does not 
appear on the planning charts of the most starry-eyed 
breeder. 

Adding to the festive air at Laurel for Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day were owners, breeders, trainers, sponsors 
and fans—21,223 strong, despite the competition of 
the Washington Redskins playing 20 miles away. Bet¬ 
ting soared to $2,079,017, the first $2-million Sunday 
in state history. 

However, the day belonged to the Thoroughbreds— 
the Maryland stallions and their offspring. And most 
of all it belonged to Rollicking. In addition to Dark 
Tzarina, the Glade Valley patriarch took credit for 
Snow King, winner of the $100,000 All Maryland 
Nursery, King's Nest in the $100,000 Jiffy Lube Sprint 
and Mister S.M. in the $200,000 Budweiser Maryland 
Classic. 

For old times sake. Northern Dancer, now retired, 
was represented by his daughter Chapel of Dreams, an 
impressive winner in the $150,000 First National Bank 
of Maryland Ladies. Six of the Maryland Million win¬ 
ners were bred in this state. 

As a prelude, the Million card opened with an ama¬ 
teur riding event, a $10,000 allowance race appro¬ 
priately named "Maryland, You Are Beautiful." 

Elizabeth McKnight, who counts the 1986 Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup among her many other accomplish¬ 
ments, proved her riding skill by guiding the 4-year- 
old colt Shelter Haven from Hideaway Farm to a 
frontrunning three-quarter length victory. Women rid¬ 
ers dominated the finish. After McKnight came Rebec-

ca Driver with Back Alley Jack and Wendy Hughes 
with Duke Toby. 

Rollicking struck immediately once the main pro¬ 
gram began, with Snow King in the $100,000 All 
Maryland Nursery. Sondra D. Bender's black and gold 
silks sparkled in the sunlight as Snow King, with the 
nation's winningest rider, local jockey Kent Desor- 
meaux, aboard, sprinted home by two and a quarter 
lengths in a mild $16 upset. Twilight Roll, still another 
Rollicking, had been dispatched as the 9-5 favorite, but 
the Saratoga-primed colt finished third, a length be¬ 
hind Locust Hill Farm's Assault Party, who was sec¬ 
ond. 

For the Benders—Sondra and her husband How¬ 
ard—of Bethesda (Md.) the afternoon was far from 
over. The 3-year-old King's Nest, another Glade Valley 
Farms-bred as is Snow King, drove to a length and a 
quarter triumph in the seventh race, the $100,000 Jiffy 
Lube Sprint Handicap, defeating Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt's Hibernation and Constance Capuano's Silano. 

A 3-year-old full brother to Mister S.M. (who is 
owned by Sam Morrell), King's Nest was recording his 
second straight, having accounted for the King's Bish¬ 
op Stakes-G3 at Saratoga in his previous start. The 
$60,000 he earned in the Jiffy Lube increased King's 
Nest's bankroll to $233,936. 

"Just as disappointed as we were when our two fa¬ 
vorites failed in 1987, that's how happy we were this 
year!" commented Mr. Bender. 

"It is almost impossible to describe the satisfaction 
of raising horses and watching them produce such re¬ 
sults. The Maryland Million figures strongly in our 
plans. We hope to win next year with a yearling we just 
bought—a full brother to Snow King. (The bay colt by 
Rollicking out of Snow Lady was purchased for $90,000 
by the Benders at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Selected 
Yearling sale the weekend after the Maryland Million.) 

Tragically, the man responsible for developing the 
Benders' current racing stable, trainer Marvin Mon- 
crief, died of cancer at 55 a week before the double 
victories. Moncrief, after spending most of his career 
in Florida, joined the Maryland circuit in 1983, and 
was the Benders' trainer for the past four years. He had 
been deeply disappointed when King's Snow and 
Lady Danger were beaten in the '87 Million. 

Moncrief's former assistant Loren Pate saddled 
Snow King. In the winner's circle he told onlookers: 
"This one's for Marvin." 

Chip Dutrow, son of Richard Dutrow, who is train¬ 
ing a New York section of the Bender stable, was listed 
as the trainer of King's Nest. 
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The parade of Maryland-breds to the winner's circle 
was temporarily halted when Ms. Gold Pole, foaled in 
New Jersey, coasted home a four and a half-length win¬ 
ner in the third race, the $100,000 USF&G Maryland 
Lassie, paying $21.60. Julie Krone, who was at the 
reins, became the first female rider to capture a Mary¬ 
land Million event. 

Owner Richard J. Troncone of Union, N.J., is in the 
air conditioning business and has been racing and 
breeding Thoroughbreds for 30 years. 

"It was our biggest victory," noted Troncone. "1 have 
two Maryland-breds born on Derby day (weanlings 
now) at Zannetta Farm and I hope to be back for the 
Maryland Million." 

Disappointing the bettors in that race. Safely Kept, 
the 2-5 favorite, finished third, a length and a half 
behind the runner-up, D. Wayne Lukas-trained Open 
Mind. Safely Kept, recently sold by breeder David L. 
Hayden for $300,000, was making her second start for 
her new owner Barry L. Weisbord, and was coming off 
a stunning nine and one-half length victory in the 
Smart Angle Stakes. 

Mr. and Mrs. Philip F.N. Fanning's Ivy Dell Stud of 
Unionville, Pa., became the first owner to repeat in the 
Maryland Million when Oh My Pride, a 3-year-old 


daughter of Oh Say and Golden Mystic, nosed out 
Eesee's Taw and then survived a claim of foul to win 
the fourth race, the $100,000 Kennard Warfield Jr. 
Group Maryland Oaks at a mile and an eighth. 

Last year at Pimlico, Oh My Pride's half-sister Gold 
Glove captured the $150,000 First National Bank of 
Maryland Ladies on the turf. 

Bred in Pennsylvania, Oh My Pride was ridden by 
Jose Santos in energetic fashion to record her first 
stakes victory and rewarded her backers with a $25.80 
payoff. Locust Hill Farm's Positively So, backed down 
to 13-10 odds, turned in a dull effort and beat only one 
of the eight starters. 

Then, at long last, the favorite fanciers had reason to 
celebrate, as Anderson Fowler's homebred Master 
Speaker, a son of Master Willie (GB) and Speak Up 
Now, rallied impressively to whip 11 3-year-old rivals 
in the $100,000 Ryehill-Windfields Maryland Turf at a 
mile and sixteenth, the fifth event on the program. 
Master Speaker, paying $4.80, was the first winning 
favorite in 14 races, spanning this year and last. Laffit 
Pincay Jr. rode Master Speaker, recording his fourth 
Million victory, to go along with his triple of 1987. 

"The whole concept (Maryland Million) is a won¬ 
derful idea," commented Mr. Fowler. Although forced 
to miss the Million because of a tooth problem, Mr. 
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Fowler said he enjoyed watching the race on a tape 
which his wife brought back home to Gladstone, N.J., 
a few hours after the event. (The Fowlers were also 
delighted with the $50,000 Crown Petroleum Mary¬ 
land Handicap, which was won by Kalli, a horse bred 
by Mrs. Fowler.) 

Regally-bred Chapel of Dreams (Northern 
Dancer—Terlingua by Secretariat) avenged last fall's 
defeat in the Million with a sterling performance in the 
$150,000 First National Bank of Maryland Ladies on 
the turf. The former $850,000 yearling purchase, now 
4, took charge in the stretch of the mile and an eighth 
event and found only mild opposition from Betty 
Lobelia, representing Bohemia Stable. Betty Lobelia 
was an uncontested second, 13 lengths to the good of 
Smart 'n Quick. The Kentucky-bred winner was a 
$3.20 favorite. 

Owner Theodore Sabarese, a computer executive 
from Verona, N.J., termed the Maryland Million "a 
great thing and lots of fun. I thought the filly was 
simply majestic, especially since she had run only a 
week ago at Del Mar (finishing second in the Grade 1 
Ramona Handicap). We have plans to run her at Laurel 
in the All Along and then the Breeders' Cup. We think 
we are in the running for an Eclipse award," Sabarese 
remarked.

When the featured $200,000 Budweiser Maryland 
Classic was set to go off, not many in the crowd visu¬ 
alized 4-year-old Mister S.M. providing Rollicking 
with his fourth victory of the day. He was completely 
overshadowed by the hard-knocking Little Bold John, 
who was seeking his seventh stakes victory of the sea¬ 
son. 

Jockey Santos sent Samuel F. Morrell's Mister S.M. 
right to the lead in the Classic. Due North pressed 
Mister S.M. most of the way, temporarily gaining the 
advantage in the stretch, with Little Bold John racing 
third among the five starters. In the stretch. Mister 
S.M., longest chance in the field at 16-1, outgamed 
Due North for a half-length triumph. Little Bold John, 
carrying 126 pounds, could not make up ground and 
settled for third, giving five pounds to the winner. 
Mister S.M. established a new track record of l.OV/s in 
the mile and one-quarter race. The final time was one 
and one-fifth second faster than the old record, set 
back in 1969 (by a horse named, appropriately. One 
Sunday). 
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Safely Kept (green cap), who finished third, leads USF&G 
Lassie field into stretch, with winner Ms. Gold Pole (pink 
silks) second and place horse Open Mind (yellow) lying far 
back. Opposite, huge television screen reflects tight finish 
in the Kennard Warfield Jr. Group Maryland Oaks. Oh My 
Pride (rail) held nose advantage over Eesee's Taw at wire. 


Owner Morrell, a building executive who resides in 
Boca Raton, Fla., but bases his 30-horse racing stable at 
Finger Lakes, N.Y., purchased Mister S.M. as a year¬ 
ling for $53,000 at the 1985 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Sep¬ 
tember sales. The $120,000 first money at Laurel raised 
Mister S.M.'s overall earnings to $397,611. 

''Lve been at the Maryland Million for two years 
now as a winner and a loser (Mister S.M. was second 
in the Jiffy Lube Sprint in 1987) and in my mind it is one 
of the nicest days in racing. It is handled so well. It 
compares favorably with Breeders' Cup day," Morrell 
remarked. 

A week after the Maryland Million, Morrell pur¬ 
chased three yearlings at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Fall Selected Yearling sale at Timonium and was the 
underbidder on several others. His purchases consis¬ 
ted of a Rock Talk filly out of a half-sister to Proud 
Clarioness (for $10,000), a Native Charger colt ($7,500) 
and an Unconscious colt ($5,000). 


In the finale, the $50,000 Crown Petroleum Mary¬ 
land Handicap, 5-year-old Kalli (Gregorian—Scarlet 
Fool by Dynastic) recorded a $17.80 upset and pro¬ 
vided a heart-warming story to go along with it. 

Ann M. Heffner owns and trains Kalli, whom she 
claimed at Pimlico in July for $14,500. 

"I was really thrilled when Kalli won," Ann ex¬ 
plained. "I claimed him with the Maryland Million 
race in mind. The horse had foot problems and the first 
time 1 tried to run him the vet scratched him. 1 was 
upset because it was my money 1 invested. But our 
blacksmith and my stable help got him straightened 
out. When I saw him at the eighth pole and moving, 1 
couldn't believe it. If they call that race (Crown Petro¬ 
leum) a consolation prize, I would like to just keep on 
winning them." 

Before the third Maryland Million at Laurel, McKay 
pointed out that his dream project was at a crossroads. 
He noted that the first Million had been a novelty and 
the second had proved that the idea could survive, but 
the third constituted a real test—the event would ei¬ 
ther improve or slide backward. 

Maryland Million III not only cleared the cross¬ 
roads—it soared to new heights. Horsemen are al- 
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ready making plans for next year, even though the date 
and site for Maryland Million IV have yet to be deter¬ 
mined. Indications are that 3,000 or more horses will be 
qualified to start for the 1989 running. □

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Success of Rollicking 
Special for Leonards

A friend, congratulating Hozoard and Sondra Bender af¬ 
ter their second victory with a Rollickini^ colt on Maryland 
Million Day, asked if Dr. and Mrs. Leonard were nearby. 

"Bob is still making his way through the crowd," an¬ 
swered Mrs. Bender. 

"And Nancy is uy there," she said, phhnting at the sky. 

The day belonged to Rollicking, but Rollicking, 
bless his grand old heart, belongs to Nancy Leonard. 

Few successful stallions are as closely associated 
with one farm, and one owner, as Rollicking has been 
with Glade Valley Farms and Dr. and Mrs. Robert A. 
Leonard. 

Dr. Leonard, managing partner of the large com¬ 
mercial breeding establishment near Frederick (Md.), 
recalls how they came to buy Rollicking's dam, Mar- 
tinetta, back in 1961. "It was soon after we had estab¬ 
lished Glade Valley. (Dr. Leonard's original partners 
were Harry B. Marcus and Jack 1. Bender.) 

"One of our clients, a Canadian by the nameof W.A. 
Graul, sent his mare Gracefield down to be bred to the 
Glade Valley stallion Martins Rullah. Gracefield had 
been one of the leading fillies in Canada (winning the 
Selene, Irene, Princess Elizabeth and Fury Stakes and 
placing in five others), and Nancy was really taken 
with her looks. She was about 17 hands, and she 
looked like a heavyweight hunter. 

"We bred the mare and sent her back to Canada. 
Then soon after that Mr. Graul died. His estate was 
selling off his horses, so we tracked Gracefield down, 
and found that she had this weanling filly by Martins 

Sire of four 1988 Maryland Million winners and 
perennially among the state's leading sires. Rollicking 
is still wholly owned by his breeder Nancy Leonard. 


Rullah. We bought the filly for something like $2,500. 
Then the mare (Gracefield) died, so this filly, whom we 
named Martinetta, was the only surviving member of 
the family." 

Martinetta, who grew to be a big mare like her dam, 
was a favorite of Mrs. Leonard's from then on. "Nancy 
raised her and broke her—she used to gallop the filly 
herself here on the farm," says Dr. Leonard. "When 
we sent her to the track, she won her first start easily, 
beating a nice field at Pimlico. It looked like she was 
going to be a high-class filly. Since we were having 
trouble finding races for her in Maryland—the races 
weren't filling—we shipped her to Monmouth for the 
Colleen Stakes as her next start. And she chipped a 
knee in a workout up there before the stakes." 

Martinetta recuperated at Glade Valley over the win¬ 
ter, and the Leonards brought her back as a 3-year-old 
the following year. "She was sound, but that spark was 
gone," Dr. Leonard continues. Martinetta retired as a 
broodmare with a record of one win out of five starts, 
and earnings of $2,100. 

By the time Martinetta died at the age of 24 in 1985, 
of foaling complications, she was the dam of five stakes 
winners. In addition to Rollicking, she produced Dou¬ 
ble Reefed (by Spring Double), one of the country's all- 
time top steeplechase horses; Gala Harry (by Silent 
Screen), who won multiple stakes and earned 
$172,518; Martie's Double (by Spring Double) and 
Smartie Cat (by ’^Cougar II). 

Rollicking, born in 1967, was Martinetta's second of 
ten named foals, and the only one sired by Rambunc¬ 
tious. 

Rambunctious (by ’^Rasper II—’^Danae II by ’‘^The 
Solicitor II) was standing at Glade Valley as the proper¬ 
ty of his breeder, Mrs. Milton Erlanger, when Rollick¬ 
ing was conceived.

Rollicking continued 

A remarkable horse in his own right. Rambunctious 
had entered stud at Glade Valley in 1964, and he spent 
only three seasons there. He had been a precocious 
2-year-old (winning the World's Playground Stakes 
and New Jersey Futurity) before fracturing his knee. 
And he would go on to be one of Maryland's most 
successful and prolific sires. Rambunctious, who also 
sired $1 million-earner Jameela, is still doing stud duty 
at Harold Herman's Red Oak Farms in Darlington 
(Md.). This past season, at the age of 28, he was bred to 
12 mares, seven of whom have been pronounced in 
foal, according to Mr. Herman. 

The Leonards chose Rambunctious as a mate for 
Martinetta primarily because of his build. "He is a 
close-coupled horse, with a lot of refinement in his 
conformation, which seemed like a good balance with 
the mare," explains Dr. Leonard. 

And Rollicking appeared to have the right stuff from 
the very beginning. "We had offers from people want¬ 
ing to buy him as a yearling. Then, after he started 
training, before he even raced, we got substantial of¬ 
fers," says Dr. Leonard. They were all politely refused. 
The Leonards also chose not to syndicate him as a 
stud. "We have no regrets about keeping him for our¬ 
selves," says Dr. Leonard, in what must truly be an 
understatement. 

Bred and owned in Mrs. Leonard's name. Rollicking 
was leased to J.I.B. Farm—a partnership consisting of 
Dr. Leonard and Glade Valley partner Stanley Bender 
(brother of Howard Bender)—throughout his racing 
career. 

Brilliant as a 2-year-old, he got off to a dramatic start 
in his debut at Pimlico. He reared at the gate, trailed the 
next-to-last horse by four lengths, and circled the field 
to win handily. 

Voted the nation's leading juvenile in the July and 
August editions of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa¬ 
tions monthly poll, he won the Christiana Stakes at 
Delaware Park and the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth and 
was runner-up (to Ring for Nurse) in the Sapling. 
Barely edged out by Due by Right in the Maryland 
Futurity and Senatorial Stakes that fall. Rollicking was 
co-champion Maryland-bred 2-year-old (with Due by 
Right) in 1969. 

On the Experimental Handicap, he was weighted at 
116 pounds, 12 pounds below the top-weighted Silent 
Screen. 

Rollicking, who was trained by Bernie Bond, contin¬ 
ued to race through age 5, winning three more stakes 
(the Select Handicap, E. Palmer Heagerty Stakes and 
Goss L. Stryker Handicap) and placing in four others. 
He made a total of 42 starts, and had 14 wins, 11 sec¬ 
onds, one third, and earnings of $196,396. 

"He wasn't the most talented race horse that ever 
was," comments Dr. Leonard. "But Tve never seen a 
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horse who tried harder time after time after time. He 
loved to run, and he still does. When he's turned out in 
the paddock he gallops away as hard as he can with his 
tail over his back." 

Entering stud at Glade Valley in 1973, Rollicking 
made an immediate hit with his first crop of 2-year- 
olds in 1976. By June of that year he already had credit 
for four starters, and four winners. And in July he got 
his first stakes winner. Cavalier Bold, who went on to 
earn over $100,000 (in mid-1970s dollars). 

As his list of stakes performers rapidly expanded— 
Rollicking has sired a total of 34 stakes winners 
through this year—his stud fee also climbed. The 
Leonards raised the fee from $1,500 to $3,500 in 1977, 
and two years later upped it again to $5,000. In 1981, it 
cost $7,500 to breed a mare to Rollicking, and the fol¬ 
lowing year broodmare owners were paying $10,000. 
Rollicking's fee made its biggest jump—to $20,000— 
during 1983 and 1984 when stallions were command¬ 
ing top dollar everywhere. In 1986, it dropped back 
down to $15,000, and dropped again to $10,000 for 
1987 and 1988. Next year's fee will be $15,000. 

Throughout it all. Rollicking has remained one of 
the most popular stallions in the state. "There were a 
few years (when Rollicking was at his most expensive) 
that we could have bred a few more mares to him," 
says Dr. Leonard. "But most years his book has been 
full." The maximum number of mares Rollicking has 
been bred to in any one year was 50. In 1988 he covered 
47 mares, and had an 86 percent conception rate, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Leonard. 

"The reason we've raised his stud fee for 1989 is that 
we plan to limit his book for the first time," Dr. 
Leonard explained. "He has always been a good 
breeder, but he'll be 22 years old next spring, and the 
time has come to cut back. We'll limit him to 35 mares." 

Rollicking's all-time leading money earner is the 
8-year-old gelding Rollodka, an ex-claimer who is also 
known as a tremendous trier. Rollodka has won four 
stakes in 1988, boosting his lifetime total to $399,796. 
He is closely followed in earnings by Mister S.M. 
($392,610), Royal Rollick ($375,424), and Angelina 
County ($340,857). 

Rollicking led Maryland's general sire list in 1987 
and 1982 and 2-year-old sire list in 1986 and 1981. 

Not surprisingly. Rollicking's yearlings have always 
sold well at the select sales in Maryland. His first crop 
to hit the ground averaged $10,400 at the 1975 Eastern 
Fall sale. And four times in the last eight years one of 
Rollicking's offspring has topped the sale. In 1981 the 
highest priced yearling at the Eastern Fall sale was a 
Rollicking colt out of the Restless Native mare Freedom 
Now who brought $60,000. That colt went on to place 
in stakes at 2. But the outstanding buy turned out to be 
a filly by Rollicking out of Kitchen Window by Dead 
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Bob and Nancy Leonard acquired Martinetta, who produced 
Rollicking (shown at right winning Monmouth's Select Hand¬ 
icap) and four other stakes winners, as a weanling in 1961. 


Ahead, who was knocked down on a $29,000 bid at the 
same sale. Named Singing Susan, she became a Grade 
1 winner of $250,833. 

In 1987 and 1988, Rollicking colts purchased by 
Glade Valley partner Howard Bender and his wife 
Sondra have recorded the highest figures. Last year's 
$75,000 yearling is the 1988 Maryland Million winner 
Snow King. This year the Benders paid $90,000 for a 
full brother to Snow King (out of the Raise a Native 
mare Snow Lady). 

From the time he burst on the scene as a 2-year-old, 
through last year when his 2-year-old son King's Snow 
ranked as one of Maryland's top juveniles. Rollicking 
has had a reputation for speed and precocity. His most 
serious flaw has been the fact that some of his best 
2-year-olds don't maintain their form at 3 and 4. But 
the Maryland Million proved that pattern is by no 
means a hard and fast rule. Rollicking's winners on this 
year's Maryland Million Day were aged 2, 3, 4 and 5, 
and his 4-year-old son Mister S.M. succeeded nobly at 
the mile and one-c]uarter route in the Budweiser Mary¬ 
land Classic. 

Rollicking is still in excellent health, and the 
Leonards can reasonably look forward to several more 
productive years with their homebred. The stallion's 
sire and dam have both remained productive well into 
old age. His maternal grandsire, Martins Rullah, stood 
at Glade Valley until he was 28. 

Meanwhile, Dr. and Mrs. Leonard look back on the 
past three decades with a mixture of pride and grati¬ 
tude. "It's been wonderful having him," says Mrs. 
Leonard. "We'd also like to point out that a great deal of 
credit goes to the people who have bred mares to him 
over the years." □

On His Own Tenns, 
Privately 

By Snowden Carter 


Stuart S. Janney Jr. may have been the fairest man I 
ever met. He was also brilliant, competitive and aus¬ 
tere. 

When Mr. Janney spoke, no one turned a deaf ear. 

We first met when he was chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission more than 40 years ago. 1 remem¬ 
ber that meeting almost as though it were yesterday. 

He sat behind a desk in the commission's office— 
unsmiling and all business. We were alone in the room 
and the question kept crossing my mind, "Can I call 
him Stuart or should it be Mr. Janney?" 

I summoned my courage and said "Stuart." The 
roof didn't fall in. But 1 noticed that the man 1 was 
interviewing for the Baltimore Sun didn't respond with 
a smile, either. 

Somehow, Stuart commanded authority in every¬ 
thing he touched. 

A small, trim, athletic man, he was a superb lawyer 
who loved horses and horse racing with a passion. In 
World War II he had been a Marine Corps captain who 
fought in the South Pacific. I know that he was deco¬ 
rated, but never did I hear mention of that fact. 

It was his nature to avoid all boasts—especially 
about himself and his horses. 

As a descendant of one of Maryland's oldest families 
(one of his ancestors was the first white child born in 
Maryland), Stuart came naturally into the hunting 
field at an early age astride a pony. 

He rode his first Maryland Hunt Cup winner in 
1935 (Hotspur II) and then added three consecutive 
triumphs astride his own Winton in 1942, 1946 and 
1947. (The Maryland Hunt Cup was not run in 1943, 
1944 and 1945 because of the war.) 

He was elected president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association in 1959 and remained a strong 
voice on the MHBA's board of directors for the next 20 
years. 



During that time he raced his first homebred stakes 
winner (Knocklofty) and the incomparable Ruffian, 
perhaps the greatest filly ever produced in this coun¬ 
try.

Still he never bragged, in fact rarely talked about 
them—except in response to a question or to correct an 
error which sometimes appeared in a magazine or 
newspaper. 

Stuart maintained some of his small broodmare 
band at his remarkably beautiful Locust Hill Farm in 
Glyndon, while others stayed permanently in Ken¬ 
tucky. Ruffian's dam (Shenanigans) was in the latter 
group. 

Because of her dam's name. Ruffian was initially to 
be named Watergate. "But I changed my mind," said 
Janney, "after Watergate turned into such a big mess. 
At first, I thought it was all political shenanigans—but 
then it turned serious." 

Circumspect is the word which fitted him perfectly. 

During my many years with the MHBA I always 
worked with the thought not far from mind that what¬ 
ever 1 did would be closely examined by Stuart Janney. 
If I was in doubt on a decision, I asked myself what his 
reaction would be. Once I concluded that Mr. Janney 
would want it thus and so, I made it thus and so—and 
never looked back. 


Except for Hugh O'Donovan, I can't recall a single 
board member ever calling him anything other than 
Stuart or Mr. Janney. Hugh addressed him as Stewie. 1 
longed to be that close to him. 

But with his family (and especially with Mrs. Jan¬ 
ney), Stuart showed a different self. With them he was 
warm and loving. And when Mrs. Janney died last 
November, he became almost overnight an old and 
ailing man. 

Still he kept his mind to his work and had the satis¬ 
faction last May of seeing his own homebred colt Pri¬ 
vate Terms go postward as favorite in the Kentucky 
Derby. Had Private Terms won the race it would have 
been the perfect ending to Stuart Janney's life. 

Even the colt's name lent itself to eulogy. For 81 years 
he lived on his own terms, privately. 

At the memorial service for Mr. Janney, his son said 
that Stuart's last words were to his hospitalized daugh¬ 
ter, Sally. Laying aside horses and other aspects of 
their lives, Mr. Janney said: "Sally, the only important 
thing in this world is for you to get well." 

Then he left and drove home where Mrs. Janney 
was waiting. □

$30,000. Skip Trial, who began 
his breeding career last spring in 
Ocala, raced for four years and 
earned $1,837,451. The Cohens 
have sold Skip Trial to Arthur 1. 
Appleton, owner of Bridlewood 
Farm in Ocala, Fla., for an undis¬ 
closed price. 

Ben, who says he is awaiting 
the opening of Pimlico's off-track 
wagering on the Laurel races, 
left the door slightly ajar for a re¬ 
turn to racing:

Mr. Scherr, who retains a major¬ 
ity of the 36 shares in the syndi¬ 
cated horse, has announced that 
Aloma's Ruler's stud fee will be 
$3,500 live foal. 

A 9-year-old son of Iron Ruler 
and the Native Charger mare 
Aloma, Aloma's Ruler won the 
Nutley Stakes at 2, and captured 
the Withers Stakes-G2, Jersey Der¬ 
by and Bahamas Stakes, in addition 
to the Preakness-Gl, in his 3-year- 
old season. He also placed in the 
Haskell Invitational-Gl, the Subur¬ 
ban Handicap-Gl and the Travers 
Stakes-Gl. He suffered an ankle in¬ 
jury after the Travers and was re¬ 
tired in the fall of 1982 with earn¬ 
ings of $498,883. 

For the past four seasons, 
Aloma's Ruler stood at Walmac In¬ 
ternational in Lexington, Ky. He 
has been represented by three 
stakes winners—Maxi Ruler, Mr. 
McQue and Aloma's Lady. The last 
two are 2-year-old stakes winners 
in 1988. 

DeStasio hired by tracks 

Robert DeStasio, who had been 
director of racing and racing secre¬ 
tary at Suffolk Downs for the past 
11 years, has been hired by Laurel 
and Pimlico as director of horse¬ 
men's relations.

Hayden ($7,070.27). 

In all, bonus payments for the 
Pimlico meeting totaled $333,527.53. 
Breeder bonuses amounted to 
$181,087.89; owner bonuses, 
$96,546.75 and stallion bonuses, 
$55,892.89.

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Around the Farms 


Whitehackle 

Jervie Marshall reports that the 
young stallion Iron is fully recov¬ 
ered and ready to serve his full 
complement of mares in 1989. 

Iron missed most of last season 
due to an ailment that was eventu¬ 
ally diagnosed as a pinched nerve 
in his neck. 

A half-brother to champion Slew 
o' Gold, Iron (Mr. Prospector—Al¬ 
luvial by Buckpasser) entered stud 
at Whitehackle in 1986. His first 
foals will reach racing age next 
year. Iron stands at Mr. and Mrs. 
Jervis Marshall's Whitehackle Farm 
in Upperco on a private contract ba¬ 
sis. 

Sagamore 

Forty-four yearlings are in vari¬ 
ous stages of being broken and pre¬ 
pared for competition next season 
under the direction of farm trainer 
Joe Crowley at Sagamore Farm. 
Crowley is also training the racing 
stable of Joseph Keelty's Dumbar¬ 
ton Farm. 

And manager Don Litz is de¬ 
lighted with the prospects of the 
syndicated stallion Oh Say in the 
wake of Sham Say's victory in the 
grade 1 Ruffian Stakes in New York 
in September. 

"Oh Say was bred to 60 mares at 
Windfields last year. We have been 
getting a number of inquiries since 
the stallion was moved here and 
there is no reason to believe that his 
popularity will not continue," says 
Litz. 

Other stallions at Sagamore are 
Baederwood, Believe the Queen, 


Exclusive One, Purple Comet, Sa- 
lutely and Vaal Reef. 

Believe the Queen's first crop 
raced this year and Spicy Monarch 
became his first winner, registering 
at Saratoga. Baederwood was bred 
to 54 mares in '88 and Salutely to 
46. Litz anticipates their doing 
equally well in 1989. 

Sagamore schedules monthly 
tours of the farm for groups. Litz 
advises that groups or individuals 
who are interested in seeing 
Sagamore should call in advance to 
make arrangements (833-3737). 

Hideaway 

Maryland Million Day directed 
attention to Hideaway Farm, which 
has been on the Free State scene for 
only 11 years. 

Owned by Bernard M. Cox, 
Hideaway is currently racing eight 
horses, one of whom happened to 
fit the $10,000 "Maryland, You Are 
Beautiful" purse for amateur rid¬ 
ers, the event which opened the 
Maryland Million program at Lau¬ 
rel on September 18. The starter al¬ 
lowance conditions of the race 
called for horses which had started 
for a claiming price of $5,000 or less. 
Cox claimed Shelter Haven for 
$5,000 from a winning race at 
Pimlico in August. 

Inasmuch as the riders for the 
Maryland Million day race were se¬ 
lected by lot, Cox did not know his 
jockey until he met Elizabeth 
McKnight in the paddock. "When 1 
saw her rating my horse around the 
turn and into the stretch, I knew I 
had the right rider," Cox explained 
later. 


Shelter Haven won by three- 
quarters of a length and earned 
$6,000, which Cox thought was a 
"good day's work" for a $5,000 
claim. Shelter Haven and the other 
Cox-owned horses are trained by 
his son, Kenneth. 

Hideaway Farm consists of 45 
acres near Crofton and Bowie. Says 
Cox, the retired owner of a land¬ 
scape business, of his experience 
with horses: "I_ haven't gone 
broke," indicating a triumph of 
sorts. He owns three broodmares, 
two yearlings by Travelling Music 
and a weanling by John Alden, plus 
a share in the stallion Sir Raleigh. 

One of his major projects for this 
fall and winter is the construction 
of a horse swimming pool, which 
he hopes to have finished by 
springtime. 

Merryland 

The breeding stock of Richard 
and Rosalee Davison has been 
moved from Halcyon Farm to Mer¬ 
ryland Farm. 

"We are cutting back a bit by sell¬ 
ing two mares at Keeneland (Nov. 
6-13), but we are continuing to 
breed and race horses as in the 
past," explains Richard Davison, 
son-in-law of Ben and Zelda Co¬ 
hen. 

Being sold are two Dancing 
Champ mares—Marathon Dancer, 
in foal to Garthorn, and Dancing 
Colonel, in foal to Thunder Pud¬ 
dles. 

Mares to be retained are Aspen 
Ruthie (by Northern Jove), War 
Galley (’^Gallant Man) and the 26- 
year-old pensioner Gracefully. Also 
sent to Merryland were five wean¬ 
lings and three yearlings—Jet to 
Aspen (Tri Jet), War Groom (Runa¬ 
way Groom) and Snowden's Carter 
(Dr. Carter). The yearlings are in 
the process of being broken. 

Currently racing at the Meadow- 
lands for the Davisons are the 
4-year-old Intuitive Bid and three 
2-year-olds being trained by Sonny 
Hine.

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Waquoit to Stand 
At New Northview 
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Northview continued 


Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake City has 
acquired major stakes winner Waquoit for stud duty in 
1989. Winner of the 1988 Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl, 
Brooklyn Handicap-Gl and second in the Suburban 
Handicap-Gl, Waquoit (Relaunch—Grey Parlo by 
*Grey Dawn 11) has lifetime earnings of $1,901,360. He 
will be retired following the completion of his racing 
career this fall. 


Waquoit is in the process of being syndicated, and 
his stud fee has not been set. He joins Caveat, Smarten 
and Two Punch at the Northview Stallion Station, a 
new commercial establishment that is being developed 
jointly by Mrs. Richard C. duPont, Richard Golden and 
Robert P. Levy. 

Comprised of 116 acres, a six-stall stallion barn and 
a court yard-style barn complex that can house up to 30 
broodmares, Northview is already a well-established 
facility. It was built in the 1960s by Mrs. duPont, who 
stood stallions there before selling the farm to Wind- 
fields in October, 1976. Windfields incorporated the 
farm into its vast operation, and it became known as 
the Windfields Northview Annex. 


After Windfields' Maryland division was abruptly 
closed down last summer, Mrs. duPont, Mr. Golden 
and Mr. Levy re-purchased Northview, and set about 
assembling a high caliber stallion roster, to help fill 
some of the gap caused by Windfields' departure. 


The new farm is being managed by well-known lo¬ 
cal veterinarian Dr. Thomas Bowman, a specialist in 
equine reproduction. Stallion manager is Paul (junior) 
Clevenger, former stallion manager at Windfields. 
Clevenger, who has lived on the farm for many years, 
went to work there when Northview was owned by 
Mrs. duPont, and has remained through three owner¬ 
ships. 

One of those who has been instrumental in the new 
Northview Stallion Station is Robert P. Levy, a highly 
successful owner and breeder, and chairman of the 
board of Atlantic City race course. 

Mr. Levy has made significant investments in the 
Chesapeake City area over the past year. Not only is he 
a partner in Northview, but he has also recently pur¬ 
chased an additional 48-acre farm nearby, which may 
be used to board outside broodmares. And he is devel¬ 
oping his own Muirfield East Farm. Mr. Levy and his 
wife are building a house at Muirfield East, but will 
continue to have their main residence in Bryn Mawr, 
Pa. □

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Wendy Moon Supervises 
Building of Muirfield East

It was the kind of chance encounter that she might 
have dreamt about. And it happened to Wendy Moon 
in a place where dreams abound—the backstretch at 
Pimlico, just before the Preakness. 

Moon, a hard-working staff writer for the Thorough¬ 
bred Times, had been assigned to write a story on 
Preakness owners. One of the people she naturally 
talked to was Bob Levy, whose family-owned Bet Twice 
went on to finish a courageous second behind Al- 
ysheba in that year's (1987) Preakness. 

Actually, as Wendy recalls, it was Mr. Levy who 
approached her. "I had gotten to know a couple of his 
key staff people at the Derby. And I told them they 
seemed like such an 'up' group. I could see it would be 
a fun story if they won. 

"At Pimlico, Mr. Levy came up to me and said: 'I 
understand you think we have a fun group.' We talked 
after that about horses, and the horse business, and 
farms. I told him about how my husband and 1 had 
worked hard to build a small farm in Washington state, 
and about how he had died. And I made some com¬ 
ment about how I hoped to have a place of my own, 
and horses, some day. He said if he ever got a farm, 
he'd hire me to run it." 

Only a year and a half later, Robert P. Levy, Phila¬ 
delphia (Pa.) businessman and chairman of the board 
of Atlantic City race course, does have a farm. Levy is 
the owner of Muirfield East, an all-new 268-acre estab¬ 
lishment in Chesapeake City, Md. 

The message on the farm's telephone recording ma¬ 
chine is spoken by a woman whose dreams are quickly 
coming true: "Hi. You've reached Muirfield East, the 
Levy family's new home of future champions. . ." 

Wendy Moon, 35, a native of California, daughter of 
a livestock auctioneer, one-time bloodstock agent, 
horse trainer and writer, has become—practically 


overnight—one of the few women ever to have charge 
of building, and managing, a major Thoroughbred 
farm. 

"1 feel like the luckiest person in the world," says 
Moon. Other adjectives that come to mind are deter¬ 
mined, committed and capable. But there's no getting 
away from luck. 

Mr. Levy had no plans to buy a farm when he and 
Wendy met. "1 wasn't even looking," says the long¬ 
time horse owner. Mr. Levy, who breeds and races in 
partnership with his wife Rochelle (Cissie) in the name 
of Cisley Stable, has about 90 horses, including every¬ 
thing from broodmares to horses in training. The 
Levys have been involved with a number of good 
horses—the most outstanding of whom is the syndi¬ 
cated $3.2-earner Bet Twice. But, somewhat remarka¬ 
bly, they had never owned a farm. 

"My wife and I had been fiddling around, looking 
for property on the Chesapeake Bay, something on the 
waterfront," explains Mr. Levy. 

When he and Moon ran across each other again, at 
the 1987 summer sales in Kentucky, and Wendy re¬ 
minded him of their talk at the Preakness, his response 
was discouraging. "I told her 1 had no interest in buy¬ 
ing a farm—and I really didn't, at the time," says Levy. 

Then, like so many other horse people who have 
ended up buying farms in Chesapeake City, Mr. Levy 
was turned around by a call from his old friend Allaire 
duPont. Mrs. duPont had heard that the Levys were 
looking at land. And she herself was hoping to find a 
buyer for some property that she and nationally promi¬ 
nent owner John Franks had purchased together in the 
spring of 1985. 

Located practically adjacent to the Windfields Stal¬ 
lion Station, and bordering on Route 310, the property 
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Muirfield East continued 


had been named Heatherten, after Mr. Franks' good 
race mare. But it had never actually been developed 
into a working horse farm by Franks and duPont. The 
land had lain idle while Mr. Franks, who is from Loui¬ 
siana, re-considered his plan of establishing a Mary¬ 
land base. And now Mr. Franks was ready to sell out. 

"I liked the location in Maryland, only about an 
hour's drive from our home," comments Mr. Levy. 
"Basically, the farm was just so appealing. . ." 

And Mr. Levy couldn't help remembering his talks 
with Wendy Moon. "I had a lot of confidence in Wen¬ 
dy's ability—otherwise I would never have bought the 
place," he says. 

Levy decided to buy the farm a year ago, and settle¬ 
ment took place January 28. 

Since then, Wendy has overseen the designing and 
building of two large barns: one for broodmares and 
the other a yearling barn complete with an eighth-mile 
indoor jogging ring. She has arranged for the con¬ 
struction of six miles of new fencing, and 5,000 feet of 
roads. 

Ten additional people have been hired to work 
there. (Four of Muirfield East's staff are former Wind- 
fields Farm employees.) The farm's broodmare manag¬ 
er is Jim Conkling, who came from Kentucky, and was 


formerly the manager of Walesworth Farm in Versailles 
(Ky). Tom Coulter, a 17-year veteran of the Windfields 
Farm yearling division and son of longtime Windfields 
yearling manager Donald Coulter, runs the yearling 
barn. Maintenance supervisor Woody Welk is another 
of Wendy's three key employees. Her secretary is Re¬ 
nee Marino, who formerly worked at Big Sink Farm in 
Kentucky. 

There are already 32 horses on the farm, ten of 
whom are yearlings that Moon, herself, is in the pro¬ 
cess of breaking. 

Mr. Levy plans to use Muirfield East (which is 
named after the street in Bryn Mawr, Pa., where he 
and his wife have their home) primarily as a place to 
raise young horses and break yearlings. He is keeping 
some of his own broodmares there, as well as layups 
from the race track, and the farm also accepts 
boarders. 

The way the new farm has sprung up amazes even 
Wendy. "A year ago, when Mr. Levy first talked to me 
about coming to work for him, there were no grandiose 
plans. In fact, I wasn't even 100 percent sure of having 
a job. Now Tm sitting here in the middle of this gor¬ 
geous farm." 

The farm manager and owner are in daily telephone 
contact. But Levy, who is busy with many other com- 
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mitments (including the ownership of a large firm. 
Unitank, which manufactures waterfront storage 
tanks for liquid chemicals), leaves most of the actual 
planning and execution of details to Wendy. "Mr. Levy 
has been known to call me three times a day, from 
three different airports," comments Moon. "His ener¬ 
gy level is unbelievable. Lm sure we spur each other 
on." 

Wendy's first crucial hurdle last winter was to come 
up with a master plan. "Mr. Levy wanted a nice farm— 
but a practical, easy, working farm," she explains. "We 
tried not to do anything just for looks." 

"Square one was deciding what kind of barns to 
build, and how to place them. Before 1 left Kentucky 1 
talked to anyone I could find who owned a farm and 
would agree to stand still for five minutes. 1 tried to get 
some ideas on what they liked, and didn't like, and 
about their own farms." 

"One of the people who really helped a lot was 
Robert Courtney (owner of Crestfield Farm in Lex¬ 
ington). His theory is that if you spend enough time on 
the property before doing anything to it, the lay of the 
land will eventually suggest how everything should be 
arranged. And it worked that way for us. 1 had a big 
aerial map, and I tried several different layouts. Then 
Mr. Courtney flew up here and spent three days, and 


we came up with the design. After we decided where 
the barns would go, the paddocks laid themselves 
out." 

Then there was the matter of setting a budget. 
"Originally Mr. Levy had a figure in mind. After a lot 
of research, we realized there were two choices," says 
Moon. "Either we had to increase the budget, or cut 
back some. Mr. Levy elected to put more money into it, 
and get it done all at once." 

Muirfield East is now 85 percent finished, and the 
total cost has been less than $1 million, which repre¬ 
sents a tremendous amount of effort on Wendy's part, 
and an equal amount of perseverance by Mr. Levy. 

"I kept getting estimates from contractors to build 
the barns. I'd take them to Mr. Levy, and he'd say, 'No, 
that's too high. I know we can get a better price than 
that!' He was right, and in the end we got the cost 
down much lower that I'd ever thought was possible," 
she says. 

Working within the budget is an accepted part of 
Wendy's job. "I look upon it as a challenge," she says. 
"You can't scrimp, or be cheap. You really have to pay 
attention to what you're doing. But if you're not cost 
conscious things can quickly get out of hand."

Yearling barn has an 
indoor jogging ring and is used for breaking and training. 
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The yearling barn has 20 stalls, encircled by the jog¬ 
ging ring, which is 14 feet wide, with 45-degree turns. 
The surface is sand, covered with Fibar. There are 13 
regular stalls, plus a foaling stall, in the broodmare 
barn. 

Many of the details of the farm's design would not 
be obvious to a casual visitor, however. "The distance 
between the fence and the road, for instance, was de¬ 
termined by the width of the mower's sweep—no more 
and no less," Wendy points out. And both barns fea¬ 
ture an innovation that Wendy thought up on her 
own—hoses that coil up onto reels in the tack rooms 
when they're not in use. The hoses, which carry both 
hot and cold water, stay safely out of the way and won't 
freeze in the winter. 

General contractor for the barns was Sherman 
Smitha, of Shelbyville, Ky., and the plans and specifi¬ 
cations were drawn up by Broadview Builders, of Lex¬ 
ington, Ky. The general contractor, who lived in a hotel 
room in Chesapeake City for several months while the 
work was going on, brought along his own painters 
and carpenters. Plumbing and electrical work were 
subcontracted locally. 

Wendy stayed constantly on hand to oversee the 
work, and taught herself a great deal as she went 
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The barns were built of concrete block, rather than 
wood, because "the difference between a good wood¬ 
en barn and a good block one is not as great as you 
might think—even though it is more expensive," ex¬ 
plains Moon. The stall doors are metal grillwork, rath¬ 
er than wood, for much the same reason. "Grillwork is 
better, because it lets more air into the stall. And even 
though the metal is more expensive to begin with, it 
ends up being more economical in the long run be¬ 
cause it doesn't have to be replaced the way wood 
does." The farm also splurged on brick floors (set in 
sand) for the center aisles of the barns, because bricks 
can provide better footing than asphalt. 

Of prime consideration were ventilation in the 
barns, and hay storage. "We store some hay in the 
barns—in a special room designed for that purpose. 
The bulk of it is stored in a shed. But if you store all of 
your hay in a shed, it takes an extra person just to haul 
the hay around to the barns every day," explains Wen- 
dy.

along. Her biggest asset, in Mr. Levy's view, is her 
willingness to ask for advice and help. 

And Wendy would not dispute that statement. She 
reads books and talks to people about the intricacies of 
farm construction and management. When it comes to 
management, she also tries to remember "what 
brought out the best in me, when 1 was working for 
somebody else." 

Born in southern California, near Hemet, Wendy 
has been around horses all her life. One of her favorite 
sports as a child was barrel racing, and she often 
tagged along with her father on his rounds as a live¬ 
stock auctioneer. Her father was killed in a truck acci¬ 
dent when Wendy was 15 years old. 

"After that I decided I needed a job to support my 
horses," says Wendy. "So I started prepping yearlings 
for the auctions at Del Mar. That's when I got hooked 
on Thoroughbreds. I really liked the race horses." 

She was still in her teens when she got married—to 
a fellow horseperson. Although she did go on to col¬ 
lege, spending two years at a junior college in southern 
California and another at Washington State, Wendy 
never got around to completing her degree. She and 
her husband John set themselves a goal of building a 
small horse and feeder cattle farm in Washington state. 
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They were working day and night (she had a job as a 
bookkeeper and he had been hired to do work on the 
Alaska pipeline), and putting everything they could 
into their farm, when Wendy's husband died in a car 
accident. 

The accident, which was eerily similar to the way 
Wendy's father had died ten years before, left Wendy a 
widow at the age of 25. 

Since then, Wendy has supported herself through a 
variety of jobs—all related to horses. She decided not 
to try to make a career out of training ("It's a tough 
profession for a woman, especially if you don't have 
clients or contacts behind you.") And galloping horses 
didn't present much of a future. 

Eventually she got a job as a field representative for 
the California Thoroughbred Breeders Association,

which led to some writing assignments for the Thor¬ 
oughbred of California. Later she began free-lancing for 
the Thoroughbred Record, and that's how she got to 
know Mark Simon, a TR. staff writer who went on to 
found the Thoroughbred Times. 

She was working as a bloodstock agent in the Seattle 
area, and doing some free-lance writing, when she got 
a call from Mark Simon, back in 1985. "He called up out 
of the blue and asked if I wanted to do some writing," 
recalls Wendy. "I said sure. And he said 'How would 
you like to come to Kentucky and do it?' " 

The Thoroughbred Times —just like Muirfield East— 
was little more than an idea when Wendy arrived. But 
over the next two and a half years it became a nation¬ 
ally respected publication. And Wendy established 
herself as a full-fledged professional journalist. 

Only she never completely felt like a professional 
behind the word processor. "1 missed working with 
horses and being outdoors. When this came along, 1 
recognized it as my golden opportunity. All those oth¬ 
er things were training for what I'm doing now." □

Huntingfields in Capable 
Hands of Joe Hamilton

IVlanaging a farm is a real good family life/' ob¬ 
serves Joe Hamilton, the man in charge of Hunt¬ 
ingfields, Frank and Ginny Wright's Thoroughbred 
operation tucked in the easternmost corner of Carroll 
County, just south of the Mason-Dixon line. 

"And this farm in particular is so beautiful, with 
good stock, excellent pasture and well-constructed fa¬ 
cilities. The added bonus," says Hamilton, who took 


over at Huntingfields two years ago, "is that the 
Wrights work as hard as we do, right with us." 

Born in Louisville, Ky., 33 years ago, Hamilton be¬ 
gan his career at 14 on the race tracks in Florida where 
his father, "Ham" Hamilton, was a trainer for Michael 
Phipps. 

"Dad believed in us kids working," Joe recalls. 
"We'd come home from school and do up in the after- 
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noons. I loved the horses from the very beginning. I 
started out rubbing although I always thought Td be a 
jockey until I grew too much." 

When his father moved to Virginia to manage Hick¬ 
ory Tree Farm, young Hamilton went along and started 
riding for Dorothy N. Lee near Middleburg. 

"I sure learned a lot from Mrs. Lee, but I was the one 
you see on the list as 'no rider,' " he laughs at himself. 

At 19, Hamilton headed north to Garden State to 
groom for trainer Harry Wells, and then took a posi¬ 
tion on the starting gate crew at Delaware Park for the 
next five years. 

"In this business, the thing you need most is com¬ 
mon sense—horse sense, the kind you get from expe¬ 
rience. 

"In between the (Delaware Park) meets, I tried to go 
to the best barns and learn from each of them. Ted 
McClain, Don Combs and Harry Wells, they taught me 
a lot. I spent my last two years with Wells as his assis¬ 
tant trainer, but the race track is a tough life." 


Hamilton returned to Virginia to care for Miss Em- 
ilie S. Bromley's breeding stock, which is where he first 
met the Wrights, when they bought one of the well- 
respected Bromley yearlings. Hamilton next became 
the manager of George Swift's Quail Run Farm, a posi¬ 
tion he held until that Virginia breeder's death. 

In the meantime, Hamilton also got married—to fel¬ 
low horse lover Betty Hughes. 

Betty comes from generations of Warrenton, Va., 
horsemen and had grown up foxhunting, showing 
and pony clubbing. At age 10, she was one of the 
youngest members of the Warrenton Hunt field to be 
awarded her "colors," an honor bestowed only on the 
most capable foxhunters of any age. 

Today, Betty continues her career in elementary 
school education, teaching the third grade at Winand 
Elementary School in Pikesville as well as caring for the 
Hamiltons' 5-year-old son Anthony. 

The son of a horseman, Joe Hamilton manages broodmares, 
breaks yearlings and cares for layups at Huntingfields, the 
northern Carroll County farm of Frank and Ginny Wright. 
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Hamilton continued 



In her "spare" time, Betty helps her husband break 
the farm yearlings and spent the past summer gallop¬ 
ing race horses for her brother John, who is the manag¬ 
er at Frank Bonsai's Mantua Farm. 

In fact, it was Joe and Betty Hamilton who intro¬ 
duced John Hughes to the Bonsais. 

"After the Quail Run dispersal, we were on our way 
to John and Wendy's (Wendy Hughes is a well-known 
amateur jockey) wedding in Pennsylvania and Joe 
Crowley (longtime trainer at Merryland Farm) sug¬ 
gested we stop by the Bonsais' to talk about a job," Joe 
Hamilton says. "Betty and I were there at Mantua for 
two years before we came here (to Huntingfields), and 
we suggested John to Frank Bonsai. It's worked out real 
well." 

Now, with help from local riders Cindy Rill (also a 
trick rodeo rider) and Joe Dare, Hamilton is respon¬ 
sible for nearly 30 horses on the Wrights' 365-acre 
farm. He supervises the breeding and foaling of the 
mares, breaks the yearlings, and manages the care of 
the layups that come back from the track. 

In addition to Anthony's pony Cinnamon, Betty 
and Joe own one broodmare, Nancy's Scout, by West 
Coast Scout out of Wee Landing by First Landing. The 
mare has a yearling by Carnivalay which Frank and 
Ginny Wright purchased to race, and had a Northern 
Raja filly this year. 

"I feel that the way a horse is handled as a youngster 
has a major influence on its racing career," explains Joe 
Hamilton. "We try to handle our foals as much as pos¬ 
sible and then when we break them as yearlings it's 
usually routine. 

"Even if they're bad horses—by that I mean horses 
with difficult dispositions, and we don't have many of 
those—they'll be better 'bad' horses if they've had the 
right schooling. If their training is done properly when 
they're young, you just don't have the problems later." 

Strolling across the lush field, touched by the au¬ 
tumn sun, with Anthony bouncing on his chestnut 
Thelwell pony and their Jack Russell and Welsh corgi 
dogs gamboling behind, Betty and Joe Hamilton pre¬ 
sent a picture of contentment. 

"There's something special about Maryland," says 
Joe. "One of the things 1 like best is that the farms and 
races are so closely knit. That's where the excitement 
is —in the foaling and in the racing. Here we can have 
the best of both." ^

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Judging Its Quality 
Vital to Nutrition

//T' 

1 he purpose is not to win prizes, but to educate 
people. You'd be amazed that some of the participants, 
some with years of experience, will not choose the hay 
sample with the highest nutritive content. And after 
all, what the livestock gets out of the hay is ultimately 
the bottom line," says Dr. Les Vough, forage crops 
extension specialist in the department of agronomy at 
the University of Maryland. He is referring to the hay 
judging clinic which will be included in the Maryland- 
Delaware Forage Council's winter seminars this year. 

As all horsepeople know, good hay is crucial to the 
well-being of their animals. However, according to 
Vough, hay varies more in quality than any other har¬ 
vested feed crop grown on American farms, even with¬ 
in a single species grown in the same locality and un¬ 
der almost identical conditions. 

"And the money you pay for the hay is no guarantee 
of quality," Vough adds. "Frequently, high quality and 
low quality hay are offered at the same price." 


The key is to recognize varying degrees of quality in 
hay, to understand the nutritive differences in various 
types of hay, and to determine what your individual 
animals need. 

"A young horse in training has requirements dis¬ 
tinct from a mature horse at rest," Vough says. "The 
former may need the high protein of alfalfa while the 
other does very well on good timothy. You may also 
have to balance the proportions of hay fed so that you 
combine alfalfa for the high protein with timothy to fill 
the horse up. 

"But again the qualiti/ of the hay is most important. 
A horse could starve to death on hay with low nutritive 
value and low digestibility, but still have a full belly." 

Vough recommends five elements in making the 
quality evaluation: stage of maturity, leafiness, color, 
foreign material, and odor and condition. 
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Hay continued 


Of the five, stage of maturity is far and away the 
most critical and affects the remaining four. The gauge 
is the growth of the plant at the time it is harvested. 

"Top quality forages are cut early," Vough explains. 
"Alfalfa should be cut in the late bud to early bloom 
stage; clovers, 25-50 percent bloom; and grasses, in the 
boot (as the head is beginning to emerge from the leaf 
roll) to early heading stage." 

Total Digestible Nutrients (TDN), including pro¬ 
tein, phosphorus and carotene (which forms Vitamin 
A), are highest in early cut hay. In alfalfa, for example, 
late bud to very early bloom may have 65 percent di¬ 
gestible nutrients while the same crop at full bloom 
drops to 55 percent or less. The loss is even more dra¬ 
matic with grass hays such as timothy. 

In addition, because the early cut hays are softer 
and less stemmy, the horses like them better and con¬ 
sume greater quantities. Waste is reduced, and expen¬ 
sive supplements are not necessary. 

Leafiness, or the amount of leaves in relation to 
stems, is the second most significant consideration, 
especially with alfalfa. The leaves are higher in overall 
feed value and are also more digestible. In alfalfa, the 
leaves have two and one-half times more protein than 
the stems. Early cut hay will have a higher proportion 
of leaves to stem and will not lose those leaves so readi¬ 
ly in baling and handling. 

Color, too, is associated with the bright green of the 
immature crop in the field. Yellowing can indicate 
problems in curing the hay such as sun bleaching or 
rain damage. 

"However, color is not really a dependable indicator 
of feed value," Vough cautions. "I prefer to ask why 
the hay is off-color. Early cut, rain-damaged hay will 
provide better nutrution than the late cutting which is 
full green. Also, if the hay is treated with a preservative 
so that it can be baled with a higher moisture content, 
which in turn will contain more leaves, that preserva¬ 
tive may affect the color of the hay, but not the quality." 

Non-injurious foreign material such as cornstalks or 
weeds is wasted in feeding and may contribute to 
weed infestation on your farm as the seeds pass 
through the horse undigested. Other inappropriate in¬ 
gredients such as burrs or poisonous plants could 
prove fatal. 

Finally, the sweet, heady aroma of new mown hay 
should set the standard. Any bales with a musty odor, 
mildew or dust are totally unacceptable. 

"I suggest that hay buyers, and hay producers for 
that matter, develop their visual skills in judging hay, 
and then back them up with a chemical analysis," says 
Vough. 'The goal is to make sure that your eye is seeing 
the right things." 

Chemical analyses (in purpose, not unlike those 
provided for testing your soil) are available through

private labs. Southern States and the like. The exten¬ 
sion agent in each Maryland county can provide sam¬ 
ple kits and recommend where the tests can be done. 
Usually the cost ranges from $10-15. 

The analysis will determine moisture, crude protein 
(C.P.), crude fiber (C.F.), calcium (CA), and phospho¬ 
rus (P). A representative sample should predict within 
plus-or-minus 1 percent total digestible nutrients 
(TDN), and the county extension agent or the lab will 
help in interpreting the test. 

"It's not reasonable, but traditionally local horse¬ 
men have had a bias against Maryland hay," says Rich¬ 
ard (Mac) Jackson, president of the Maryland-Dela- 
ware Forage Council and a farmer in Upperco. "In 
1987, our state had the highest yield in history, and in 
1988 many Maryland hay producers will get five high 
quality cuttings of alfalfa. More and more hay is being 
grown in our area as the government programs reduce 
grain production. 
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"Our weather can often make curing difficult, but a 
good crop is a matter of good management rather than 
where you live." 

Richard A. Edwards, an Eastern Shore hay pro¬ 
ducer and dealer, agrees that 1988 should be a banner 
year for the consumers. 

"Except for the western part of the state, the hay 
crop was good to excellent, almost an oversupply. With 
the drought, the mid-West is drawing from us whereas 
it's usually the reverse," observes Edwards. 

"There's quality timothy this year going for $125 to 
$130 a ton. I think that's overpriced; people are taking 
advantage of the drought fear. 

"But the real buy is alfalfa," Edwards adds. "I've 
seen the really good stuff going for $90 a ton at auc¬ 
tion." 

Like most things about horses, feeding high quality 
hay is a matter of economics: not only breed, but feed, 
the best to the best to produce the best. □

Unlike his illustrious older half-brother Shareef Dancer, 
who was purchased by Sheikh Mohammed for $3.3 mil¬ 


lion as a yearling at Keeneland, Zaffaran has never seen 
the inside of an auction ring. 

"'He was kept out of the sales because of a chipped hock," 
explains Windfields vice-president Ric Waldman. "But 
advisors for Sheikh Mohammed (who campaigned Sha¬ 
reef Dancer to 3-year-old championship honors in Eng¬ 
land and Ireland in 1983) were satisfied that the defect 
wouldn't interfere with this colt's racing ability." 

After reaching a private agreement, the Sheikh and Wind- 
fields farm became partners in Sweet Alliance's 1985 foal 
by Assert (Ire). And the alliance is presumably a sweet 
one on both sides. 

Described in Update hiternatioml as a "tall, attractive indi¬ 
vidual," Zaffaran, who has made his career in England in 
the colors of the Sheikh, is nowhere near the caliber of 
Shareef Dancer, a compactly-built son of Northern 
Dancer. But in the mile and three-quarter March Stakes at 
Goodwood, he gained respect all his own. "(Zaffaran) 
will stay in training in 1989 and promises to develop into 
an outstanding stayer," was the comment in Update, after 
the colt's game effort. 

Zaffaran is only the second foal from Sweet Alliance. The 
mare lost foals two years in a row after producing Shareef 
Dancer. Sweet Alliance (by Sir Ivor) won the 1977 Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks-G2 and three other stakes, and retired with 
earnings of $179,219. The product of an outstanding fe¬ 
male family. Sweet Alliance is out of graded stakes winner 
Mrs. Peterkin, and is a half-sister to major winners 
Whydidju and Dancing Champ.

Ryehill Farm's 2-year-old homebred Smart n Daring is off 
to a precocious start. 

The Smarten filly, a granddaughter of the first stakes 
horse ever campaigned by Jim Ryan's hugely successful 
breeding and racing establishment in Mt. Airy (Md.), 


aired by six lengths in her debut, a maiden special at Haw¬ 
thorne on July 7. 

After that highly satisfactory first effort, described in the 
chart as an "easy" victory, trainer Buddy Delp, who han¬ 
dles the midwestern division of the Ryehill racing stable, 
waited two months for the right spot to send her back. 
Delp's patience was rewarded when Smart n Daring tri¬ 
umphed by a nose in the A. M. Fisher Stakes at Ellis Park 
on September 5. 

Although she finished out of the money in her most re¬ 
cent try—the $75,000 Clipsetta Stakes at Turfway Park on 
September 17—the filly's record of two wins, including 
one stakes, out of three starts, is still excellent. 

Smart n Daring is totally a product of Ryehill Farm blood¬ 
lines. Her sire Smarten was bred and campaigned (in 
partnership) by Ryehill. A graded stakes winner of 
$716,426 in the late 1970s, Smarten has been one of Mary¬ 
land's leading sires for the past several years. Smart n 
Daring is the 15th stakes winner for Smarten, who will 
stand the 1989 season at the new Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion in Chesapeake City. 

Double Dairya, dam of Smart n Daring, is by Tentam out 
of Heydairya. Heydairya (by Sadair) was the horse who 
gave Ryan his first experience with stakes competition by 
finishing second in the 1974 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G3. 

Smart n Daring is the fifth foal from Double Dairya. The 
best of Double Dairya's other foals is Congeleur, a 3-year- 
old colt by L'Enjoleur, who finished second behind Ryan's 
Cefis in the recent Pennsylvania Derby-G2.

King's Snow—triumphed in this year's version of the race, 
the All Maryland Nursery. Rated just off the early pace. 
Snow King drew away rounding the turn and prevailed by 
two and one-quarter lengths over runner-up Assault Par¬ 
ty, who finished a length to the good of 9-5 favorite Twi¬ 
light Roll. Dispatched at odds of 7-1 in a field of ten. Snow 
King paid $16 while registering his first stakes victory. 

Meanwhile, the tables turned completely for jockey Laffit 
Pincay Jr., who did such an impressive job of mustering 
Sean's Ferrari to the wire in last year's race. Pincay fin¬ 
ished a sadly distant last aboard Wyecliff Farm's Psychic 
Alert. 

Bred by Glade Falley Farms, Inc., Snow King (by Rollick¬ 
ing—Snow Lady by Raise a Native) was the $75,000 sales 
topper at the 1987 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Selected Year¬ 
ling sale. He was purchased out of that sale by the Bend¬ 
ers, who make a practice of buying likely racing prospects 
from Glade Valley Farms consignments. Mr. Bender's fa¬ 
ther was one of the founders of Glade Valley Farms, and 
Bender is a partner in the operation of the major breeding 
establishment near Frederick (Md.). 

King's Snow, who was purchased privately from Glade 
Valley by the Benders for $35,000 as a yearling, won three 
stakes as a 2-year-old: the Rollicking and Primer Stakes at 
Pimlico and the Rascal Stakes at River Downs, and earned 
$111,807. He has raced without much success this year. 

Much less precocious in his early campaign. Snow King 
broke his maiden in his second start, a maiden special at 
Pimlico on July 21, and finished well out of the money in 
the Jonathan Dayton Stakes at Meadowlands on Septem¬ 
ber 5, before his appearance in the Maryland Million. 
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For the second year in a row Timonium's Alma North 
Handicap—the only stakes race offered during the half- 
mile track's annual ten-day meeting—went to Frank 
Scuderi's Pot of Antics. 

The 7-10 favorite in a field of six older fillies and mares. Pot 
of Antics actually crossed the wire a neck behind the 
hard-hitting Alden's Ambition. But Alden's Ambition 
was disqualified and placed last for her role in creating a 
traffic jam going into the first turn. 

Highweighted at 120 pounds. Pot of Antics gave six 
pounds to Alden's Ambition. Finishing behind those two 
were Supper for Two, Spring Debut, Elmotion and Yam- 
pacala. 

Pot of Antics is a 5-year-old daughter of the Bold Ruler 
stallion Anticipating, who has been moved to Murmur 
Farm in Darlington (Md.) for the upcoming season. 

A perennial stakes winner in Maryland over the past 
three seasons. Pot of Antics was bred by Jerry 
Hoffberger's Sunset Hill Breeding Associates and pur¬ 
chased by Mr. Scuderi for $21,000 at the 1985 Fasig-Tipton 
Maryland Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. Her lifetime 
earnings amount to $355,108.

Lord Lister had only 13 foals in his first crop, which 
reached the races this year. So far he has had two starters, 
and two winners, one of whom is the good California- 
based filly Lady Lister. 


Lady Lister races for nationally prominent owner Earl 
Scheib, in the colors of Scheib's Green Thumb Farm Sta¬ 
ble. She gained widespread respect with her three-quar¬ 
ter length victory in the $60,000 Coronado Stakes at Del 
Mar this fall, followed up with a triumph in the Black 
Swan Stakes at Fairplex, going a mile and a sixteenth. 

Lord Lister, who makes his home at Elberton Hill Farm in 
Darlington (Md.), is owned by his breeder, Mrs. Harold P. 
Whitmore. She also raced the stallion's sire Sir Lister. 

Mrs. Whitmore, whose great-grandfather created Lis- 
terine mouthwash, lives in Palm Beach, Fla., and Green¬ 
wich, Conn., but she has bred and raced horses in Mary¬ 
land for a number of years. Lord Lister, champion 
Maryland-bred older male in 1983, won the 1983 Congres¬ 
sional, Walter Haight and Fort McHenry Handicaps, 
placed in two graded stakes, and retired with earnings of 
$277,333. He began his stud career at Merryland Farm in 
Hydes, and was transferred to Elberton Hill last season. 

Mrs. Whitmore bred Lady Lister from the Ack Ack mare 
Miss Castle Hill, whom she purchased specifically to 
breed to Lord Lister (and re-sold last year to local breeder 
Tom Voss). She sold Lady Lister privately to Scheib in 
January, 1988, through a transaction arranged by her New 
York trainer Bill Hirsch. 

Hirsch broke the filly, and was just beginning her train¬ 
ing, when he was contacted by a representative of Scheib's 
stable. "Mr. Scheib had raced the filly's half-sister (Hawk's 
Heather, by Silver Hawk) last year—that's why he was 
interested," explained Hirsch. In her best effort. Hawk's 
Heather, an allowance winner of $37,500, was runner-up 
(by a head) in the 1987 Coronado Stakes. Lady Lister has 
already obviously outdone that score. The Maryland- 
bred was expected to move up to stiffer stakes competi¬ 
tion in California this fall.

Terrific Breeze has turned out to be a terrific race horse for 
his owner/breeders Sue Cushing and Margarita (Peggy) 
Tzortzakis. 


Unraced as a 2-year-old, the big bay colt easily won his 
debut at Philadelphia Park in June, and he has not fin¬ 
ished worse than third in seven more trips to the post. 

Star of the hard-hitting public racing stable operated at 
Philadelphia Park by Mrs. Tzortzakis and her husband 
Mike, Terrific Breeze had back-to-back victories in stakes 
competition there in August. He captured the Mt. Ash 
Stakes by a clear four and one-half length margin, and 
came back two weeks later to score by a nose as odds-on 
favorite in the Bittersweet Stakes. 

Moving up to a tougher spot in the $35,000 Minuteman 
Stakes, at a mile and a sixteenth, on September 17 (his first 
attempt in open company as well as his first try around 
two turns), Terrific Breeze came in a highly-creditable sec¬ 
ond, a half-length behind the winner Solid Bryan. 

Terrific Breeze is the third stakes winner for his sire. Ter¬ 
rific Son, who has been moved back to Maryland and will 
stand the 1989 season at The Equine Gambit, in Warwick 
(Md.), a farm that is run by Sue Cushing and her husband 
Dr. Laurence Cushing. A young (12-year-old) stallion 
who has done well in spite of limited opportunity. Terrific 
Son was a respectable runner (winner of the Morven 
Handicap, Allegheny Stakes, third in the Heritage Stakes- 
G2, he earned $125,748 in four seasons up to age 6). But 
he did not gain instant respect at stud. Transferred from 
one farm to another during his early stud career, he sired 
his current 3-year-old son Terrific Breeze during a stint at 
The Equine Gambit, and was subsequently put back in 
training. He stood in Florida last year. 

Terrific Son has had 56 percent winners from starters. His 
other stakes winners are Tearing Millie (1st 1984 Juanita S, 
2nd Pearl Necklace S, etc., $88,076) and Sonny Corleone, 
who won the 1983 Freetex Stakes. 


Sham Say, the Maryland-bred filly who made headlines 
early last spring when she was bought by Cornelius N. 
Ray's Evergreen Farm for a breathtaking $2 million, re- 
emerged in the spotlight this fall, after proving that she is 
legitimately one of the top 3-year-old fillies in the country. 

Sham Say's three-quarter length victory in the Grade 1 
Ruffian Handicap was a tour de force. Racing just behind 
the early speed, Dewans Mischief, she took command 
before reaching the three-quarter marker, and held off a 
challenge by the formidable Classic Crown, who finished 
six lengths in front of the rest of the field. Among the 
stellar performers defeated by Sham Say in the Ruffian, 
which drew 11 starters, was Maryland-bred Willa On the 
Move, winner of the Ashland Stakes-Gl last spring, and 
the favored D. Wayne Lukas entry consisting of Classic 
Crown, Clabber Girl and Sacahuista. 

Just 15 days before the Ruffian, Sham Say finished third in 
the Maskette Stakes-Gl, behind undefeated Personal En¬ 
sign and Kentucky Derby heroine Winning Colors. 

Sham Say had made only one start for Evergreen (placing 
a close second to Aptostar in the Ruthless Stakes at Aque¬ 


duct on March 20) before she was sidelined by chips in 
both ankles. The chips were removed by Dr. Larry 
Bramlage, of Ohio State University, and the filly re-joined 
trainer William (Winky) Cocks' stable on June 1. During 
the summer she had another setback, when she came 
down with a respiratory illness. But her new owner and 
trainer never lost faith. "We gave her a good chance in the 
Ruffian, and she came through," was Cocks' comment. 
"We've always known she had a lot of ability." 

Boosted by the success of Sham Say, two of the filly's close 
relatives were among the top-priced yearlings at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Fall Selected Yearling sale (which took 
place the evening of the day Sham Say won the Ruffian). 

A filly by Oh Say out of Sham Say's granddam Babee 
brought $20,000, and a colt by Oh Say out of her great- 
granddam Miss Galax sold for $35,000. 


Oh Say, sire of the Grade 1-winning filly, will stand at 
Sagamore Farm in 1989, for a $7,500 live foal fee.

A Maryland-bred daughter of Rollicking, the 5-year-old 
mare Dark Tzarina had never raced in this state, and nev¬ 
er run in a stakes race, before she started in the State of 
Maryland Distaff Handicap on Maryland Million Day. 

But her performance will not be easily forgotten by the 
owners and trainers of her ten rivals. 

A 24.60-1 longshot, she rallied from off the pace and 
scored by a length and one-quarter, leaving proven stakes 
performers Thirty Eight Go Go and In the Curl to settle for 
second and third. 

The $60,000 which Dark Tzarina earned for the victory 
was much more than she had accumulated in all of her 20 
previous starts put together. 

The mare, whose only other win this year had been a 
$20,000 claiming race at Atlantic City on July 16, belongs 
to Elena Trenholm, of Miami, Fla. Mrs. Trenholm's stable 
name is Cerulean Farm, and her trainer is Kirk Steen jr. 
Steen's stable is based in New Jersey during the summer 
and Florida in the winter, but he frequently scouts racing 
prospects at Maryland auctions. 

Dark Tzarina was purchased by him for Mrs. Trenholm at 
the 1984 Fasig-Tipton Eastern Fall Yearling sale at 
Timonium, for $16,000, from her breeder Barbara Cross 
Graham. 

This is not the first time that a member of Dark Tzarina's 
family has put Mrs. Graham, who has a farm in Pur- 
cellville (Va.) and is a partner in the Middleburg Training 
Center, in the spotlight recently. Dark Tzarina's dam 
Salem Savior is a half-sister to the dam of hard-knocking 
local stakes winner Rollodka. Rollodka (also by Rollick¬ 
ing) raced for Mrs. Graham throughout his early career, 
but was lost in a claiming race just as he began to blossom 
as a 7-year-old last year. 


Both Salem Savior and Rollodka's dam Vodka Talking 
were bred by Mrs. Graham from the Harvest Singing 
mare Short Winded, who is also the dam of graded stakes 
winner Shortley ($127,778) and stakes-placed Breathless 
Wind ($102,698). 

Salem Savior (a winner of $33,270) has had only two other 
foals to race. Both won in allowance company and one, a 
1981 colt by Rollicking named Sacred Motion, earned over 
$100,000. Mrs. Graham explained that Salem Savior suf¬ 
fered an injury to her cervix (during an operation to re¬ 
move dead twins) the year after Dark Tzarina was born, 
and has not carried a foal to term since. "It took us a while 
to get the problem figured out, but now we think she's all 
right. She wasn't bred this year (for 1989), but we'll proba¬ 
bly breed her next spring to one of the stallions at Glade 
Valley," said Mrs. Graham.

Laurel's fall meeting was a time of tremendous ups and 
downs for Sondra and Howard Bender. The Benders, 
who have invested heavily in horses over the past several 
years and are among the state's most active owners and 
breeders, started off on a high note when their good 
3-year-old filly Clever Power captured the opening day 
feature. 

Sprinting quickly to the front. Clever Power led the entire 
distance and prevailed by a nose over the Mr. Prospector 
filly Lake Valley who had been runner-up in the Test 
Stakes-Gl in her next-to-last start. Clever Power, ridden 
by Julie Krone, completed the six and one-half furlongs 
over Laurel's new racing surface in Llb^/s, just two ticks 
shy of the track record. The $65,000 winner's share of the 
purse in the $100,000-guaranteed Columbia Stakes boost¬ 
ed her lifetime earnings to $212,032. 

That race turned out to be a prelude to Maryland Million 
Day, ten days later. Two of the Benders' homebreds— 
King's Nest and Snow King—triumphed, on an afternoon 
that is destined to stand out in the owners' memories for a 
long time. 


However, Mr. and Mrs. Bender's joy was all but over¬ 
shadowed by the death of their trainer, Marvin Moncrief, 
on September 10. The man responsible for developing all 
three of those horses, Moncrief had been ill with cancer 
for about four months. Still, his death came as a shock to 
many people, including the Benders. "We had hoped that 
Marvin would be well and come back. We were all waiting 
for him," remarked Mr. Bender.

With his masterful success in Pimlico's Humphrey S. Fin¬ 
ney Stakes still fresh in many people's minds. Master 
Speaker went to the post a 7-5 favorite in the Ryehill- 
Windfields Maryland Turf on Maryland Million Day. 
And he lived up to expectations. 

Unhurried during the first half-mile, Anderson Fowler's 
homebred drew off in the stretch and scored by two and 
one-half lengths in a field of 11 starters. 


Master Speaker, who was eighth in the Rutgers Hand- 
icap-G2 and fourth in the Choice Handicap-G3 in his last 
two starts, tallied by six and one-half lengths in the Fin¬ 
ney Stakes, against Maryland-breds, last June. 

Master Speaker's sire. Master Willie (GB), stood at Wind- 
fields Farm when the 3-year-old colt was conceived. 
Champion miler in England as a 3-year-old, Master Willie 
(GB) returned home to England for the 1988 season, and 
now stands at Adstock Manor Stud in Buckinghamshire. 

Anderson Fowler, Master Speaker's owner and breeder, is 
the father of Binnie Houghton, who owns and operates 
Buckingham Farm on the Eastern Shore with her hus¬ 
band Eddie. Mr. Fowler has bred and owned horses for 
some 50 years. His homebred Laplander was Maryland's 
champion turf runner in 1974. 
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mare Allegedly, who is owned by Mr. McKnight in part¬ 
nership with his mother June McKnight, of Norwich, Vt. 

Allegedly (by Sir Ivor) is an unraced half-sister to champi¬ 
on Alleged, who was also bred by Mrs. McKnight. But 
Allegedly, herself, was considered a total failure until her 
current Lyllos (Fr) 3-year-old came along. 

'The mare had such an unsuccessful breeding record that 
we were just about to give up on her," admits Mr. 
McKnight. After being bred to top stallions for her first 
four years as a broodmare. Allegedly had only one foal 
make it to the races. That was a 1983 filly by Green Dancer 
named Shiitake, a $95,000 sales weanling who won and 
earned slightly less than $20,000. Her first foal, a 1981 colt 
by Bold Bidder, had been a wobbler, and in 1982 the mare 
was barren to Sharpen Up (GB). In 1984, after conceiving 
to the cover of Lyphard, Allegedly slipped twins. 

It was partly out of friendship with Josh Pons, one of the 
managers of family-owned Country Life Farm near Bel 


Air, that McKnight decided to try Lyllos (Fr) in 1984. "We 
were tired of shipping the mare to Kentucky and getting 
nothing," McKnight comments. Mrs. McKnight was also 
impressed with the looks of the young Lyphard stallion, 
who was then in his second season at stud. 

Country Life welcomed Allegedly with open arms. "She 
was the first really top mare we booked to any of our 
stallions," says Pons, who has helped develop an entirely 
new stallion roster at Country Life over the past several 
years. Allegedly has a congenitally deformed right hind 
ankle, and is the kind of mare who benefits from extra 
attention during the breeding season. Pons explains. Cur¬ 
rently boarded year round at Country Life, Allegedly has 
conceived every year since 1984. She has an unraced Run 
the Gantlet 2-year-old who is owned by Mr. McKnight's 
wife Liz; a yearling colt and weanling filly, both by Robel- 
lino, and is back in foal to Corridor Key. She is booked to 
Allen's Prospect next year.

Glade Valley Farms' managing partner Dr. Robert A. 
(Bob) Leonard has definite criteria for the broodmares he 
buys at auction. He looks for young mares who are carry¬ 
ing their first or second foals (usually by young, moder¬ 
ately-priced stallions). The mare should be of good physi¬ 
cal type, stand correctly, and—perhaps most important of 
all—her bloodlines should offer a potential nick with Roll¬ 
icking. 


Empty Nest, purchased by Dr. Leonard at the 1982 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky November sales, fit this description per¬ 
fectly. 

A 4-year-old mare by No Robbery out of Everglow by 
Jacinto (Everglow, who had already produced one stakes 
winner, was a half-sister to the good stakes winner Oil 
Power), Empty Nest came from a family of solid pro¬ 
ducers. She was in foal for the first time to Apalachee 
(whose 1982 fee was $12,500 live foal). She had not been 
much of a race horse herself—Empty Nest remained a 
maiden until the age of 4 and retired with a record of one 
win, four seconds, three thirds and earnings of $12,330. 
But Dr. Leonard went to $45,000 to buy her as a brood¬ 
mare. 

And what a buy she has turned out to be. Empty Nest's 
Apalachee foal—a colt named Papoose Vamoose—was 
sold by Glade Valley at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Sep¬ 
tember yearling sale for $31,000. Although not a top-class 
runner. Papoose Vamoose has earned over $28,000 
through this year. 

In 1985, Empty Nest's second foal, a Rollicking colt, 
brought $53,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky September 
sale. Given the name Mister S.M. by his owner Sam Mor¬ 
rell, Mister S.M. is a graded stakes winner of $392,611. 

Not coincidentally, he was also the star of this year's Mary¬ 
land Million Day. Carrying the colors of Mr. Morrell, the 
owner of a New York construction company, to a half- 
length victory in the $200,000 Budweiser Maryland Clas¬ 
sic, Mister S.M. also set a new mile and one-quarter track 
record (2:01 V'>) at Laurel. 

Mister S.M.'s success on Maryland Million Day came as 
something of a surprise to many people. A 16-1 longshot 
in the field of five, he had not finished in the money in his 
four previous starts this year. His most recent effort re¬ 
sulted in a fifth-place finish (three and three-quarter 
lengths behind the winner. Homebuilder) in the Roches¬ 
ter Cup at Finger Lakes on August 27. But the 4-year-old 
colt's early speed, plus his tenacity, came through in the 
Classic. Setting the early pace, he was pressed hard by

Due North, while Little Bold John, the favorite, ran a dull 
third. Bagetelle and Brilliant Stepper, both sons of the 
Edmarve Farm stallion Brilliant Protege, brought up the 
field. 

Still, that is by no means the end of Empty NesLs story. 
The Glade Valley Farms broodmare struck again with 
3-year-old King's Nest, winner of another Maryland Mil¬ 
lion race, the Jiffy Lube Maryland Sprint Handicap. Also 
by Rollicking, King's Nest, who races for Glade Valley 


Farms partners Sondra and Howard Bender, was pur¬ 
chased privately by the Benders from Glade Valley as a 
yearling, and is a graded stakes winner of $253,936. 

Empty Nest has a 2-year-old Rollicking filly. Rolling Nest, 
who is in training for the Benders, but has not yet started, 
and a yearling filly by Czaravich who sold for $195,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Summer sale. She also has a 
1988 filly by Highland Blade, and is back in foal to Deputy 
Minister.

A "nice filly" who has been "improving all along," 3-year- 
old Dance Pretty Sis is just beginning to show how well 
she can run, says her trainer Donald P. Saville. 

Giving her Maryland-based sire Benefice credit for his 
first stakes winner, the filly rallied to a seven-length victo¬ 
ry in Charles Town's Tucky Corbin Memorial Handicap. It 
was the second win in a row for Saville's charge, who had 
scored in $16,000 claiming company at Philadelphia Park 
three weeks before. 

Bred by Chester 1. Soule, a Potomac (Md.) insurance exec¬ 
utive and longtime horse owner who died in May, 1987, 
Dance Pretty Sis was purchased privately from Mr.

Bickery later sold a part interest in 
the filly to his sister-in-law, Maria Bickery. As a 2-year-old 
last fall. Dance Pretty Sis finished third in the Rhodo¬ 
dendron Stakes at Charles Town.

Of all the owners of Maryland Million winners, none 
came away looking shrewder than Ann Heffner. 

Heffner's Kalli staged a mild upset in the Crown Petro¬ 
leum Maryland Handicap—an event designed specifi¬ 
cally for claimers, and the last race on the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion card. Rallying from far off the pace, the 5-year-old 
ungelded son of former Windfields sire Gregorian edged 


clear at the end and scored by a length and a quarter, 
rewarding his backers with a $17.80 mutuel payoff. 

Kalli was claimed by Heffner last July, in his next-to-last 
start, for $14,500, with the Maryland Million in mind. The 
$30,000 purse Kalli earned for winning the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion race more than doubled the original investment made 
by Heffner, who trains the horse herself. 

One of two 1988 Maryland Million winners bred by Mr. 
and Mrs. Anderson Fowler (the other was Master Speak¬ 
er, who triumphed in the Ryehill-Windfields Maryland 
Turf), Kalli is a hard-knocking veteran of the Maryland 
circuit. As a 2 and 3-year-old, he campaigned for the 
Fowlers, winning in allowance company and placing 
third in the 1986 Deputed Testamony and Woodlawn 
Stakes, before he became a regular in the claiming ranks. 

Heffner, whose family was well represented on Maryland 
Million Day (her parents, longtime breeder/owners John 
and Kitty Merryman, own Smart 'n Quick, who finished 
third in the First National Bank of Maryland Ladies, and 
are also part-owners of Due North, who was saddled by 
Heffner's sister Katy Voss to a game second-place finish in 
the featured Budweiser Maryland Classic), is Kalli's fifth 
owner. 

The horse was claimed from the Fowlers for $18,500 in 
April, 1987, by trainer H. Steward Mitchell, on behalf of 
Hillbizon Farm. Moved up to $25,000 in his next start that 
May, he was immediately taken by Gilbert Hahn's Meet¬ 
ing House Farm and trainer Tom Caviness. Kalli raced for 
Meeting House until this past June, when trainer Dale 
Capuano haltered him for Nick Rinaldi, once again for 
$18,500. 

Kalli made three starts while in Capuano's care—drop¬ 
ping down each time, from $35,000 to $18,500, to $14,500. 
He won by five and a half-lengths at the $14,500 claiming 
level, on July 22, the day that Heffner got him. Not wish¬ 
ing to risk him back in claiming company, Heffner ran him 
only once before the Maryland Million, in an allowance 
race at Pimlico on August 20. He was outrun, finishing 
fourth in a field of six. But his day of glory came on Sep¬ 
tember 18.

Stuart S. Janney Jr. 

Stuart Symington Janney Jr., for 
many years one of Maryland's most 
respected owners and breeders, 
died September 22 following an au¬ 
tomobile accident on Falls Road 
near his Glyndon home. Mr. Jan¬ 
ney, who was driving alone, is be¬ 
lieved to have suffered a heart at¬ 
tack which caused him to lose 
control of the automobile, veer off 
the road, and strike a tree. There 
were no other vehicles involved. 

Just four days before his death, 
Mr. Janney, 81, had attended the 
Maryland Million, where his Lo¬ 
cust Hill Farm was represented by 
two starters, one of whom, the 
2-year-old colt Assault Party, fin¬ 
ished second in the All Maryland 
Nursery. 

Mr. Janney, who grew up in the 
Green Spring Valley, was the son of 
a prominent attorney. He attended 
Gilman School, and recalled miss¬ 
ing a day of classes there to watch 
Man o'War win the Preakness in 
1920. 

By the age of 16 Mr. Janney, who 
would later serve as a longtime 
Master of the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds, was riding competitively 
in hunt meets, and he went on to 
win the Maryland Hunt Cup four 
times (aboard Hotspur in 1935; and 
Winton in 1942, '46 and '47). His 
family were all deeply involved in 
the sport, and Mr. Janney's uncle, 
Jervis Spencer Jr., had been a five¬ 
time winner of the Hunt Cup. Mr. 
Spencer was also the first chairman 
of the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion. 

After graduating Phi Beta Kappa 
from Princeton University, Mr. Jan¬ 
ney earned a degree in law from 


Harvard, and joined the Baltimore 
law firm of Venable, Baetjer and 
Howard, where he was a partner 
from 1939 to 1959. 

In 1936, he married the former 
Barbara Phipps, daughter of Mrs. 
Henry Carnegie Phipps, of Wheat- 
ley Stable fame, and sister of the 
distinguished horse owner Ogden 
Phipps. 

During World War 11, he served 
in the Pacific as a captain with the 
4th Marine Division, was wounded 
in action, and awarded the Purple 
Heart. 

Appointed chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission in 
1947, after coming home from the 
war, Mr. Janney held that post for a 
relatively brief time, resigning 
when Gov. Preston Lane appar¬ 
ently bowed to political pressures 
and rescinded his support of a rac¬ 
ing consolidation bill favored by 
Mr. Janney. 

Mr. and Mrs. Janney, who lived 
throughout their marriage at Lo¬ 
cust Hill Farm on Butler Road, be¬ 
came seriously involved in breed¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds in 1950. Mrs. 
Janney's mother provided them 
with three mares, who would serve 
as the foundation for most of Lo¬ 
cust Hill Farm's outstanding 
achievements. Those mares were 
Bold Irish, Step Over, and Vowed. 

Bold Irish produced Shen¬ 
anigans, whose daughter Ruffian 
(by Reviewer), bred and raced by 
the Janneys,was one of the most il¬ 
lustrious race horses of all time. 

The Janneys bred a total of 24 
stakes winners, and raced 20, some 
of the other prominent ones being 
Icecapade, Buckfinder, Promise, 
Blue Ensign, and Assault Landing.

Following Mrs. Janney's death 
last November, Mr. Janney carried 
on, and had two homebred 3-year- 
olds, Private Terms and Finder's 
Choice, develop into good stakes 
winners this season. Private Terms, 
winner of the 1988 Wood Memori- 
al-Gl, was the undefeated favorite 
in the Kentucky Derby (but disap¬ 
pointingly finished out of the mon- 
ey). 

A former president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association 
(1959-60) and a member of The 
Jockey Club since 1954, Mr. Janney 
had continued to ride on his farm 
until last spring. 

He is survived by a son, Stuart S. 
Janney 111, of Butler; three daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. Rufus Williams of Glyn¬ 
don, Mrs. William G. Trimble of 
Owings Mills and Mrs. Boykin 
Rose of Washington, D.C.; a sister, 
Mrs. Graham Veale of Owings 
Mills; nine grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild. 

Marvin Moncrief 

Marvin Moncrief, a popular Lau¬ 
rel-based trainer who had condi¬ 
tioned Sondra and Howard Bend¬ 
er's large and successful racing 
stable for the past four years, died 
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September 10 after a long battle 
with cancer. He was 55. 

A native of Wauchula, in central 
Florida, Moncrief spent more than 
40 years on the race track. He start¬ 
ed out as a jockey, and rode with 
moderate success in the West from 
1948-51. After a stint in the Air 
Force, he took out his trainer's li¬ 
cense in Florida in the early 1960s. 

Moncrief was a mainstay on the 
Florida circuit for many years, be¬ 
fore coming to Maryland in 1983 to 
train for local owner Robert Qui- 
nichett. 

Hired by the Benders the follow¬ 
ing year, he went on to gain his 
greatest prominence as a trainer. 
According to records supplied by 
Mr. Bender, Moncrief sent the 
Benders' horses out to compete in 
690 races and recorded 118 wins, 70 
seconds, and 78 thirds. The stable 
won 16 stakes, with ten different 
horses, the most outstanding of 
whom was Southern Appeal, win¬ 
ner of the 1985 Laurel Futurity-Gl. 

"He was our friend, in addition 
to being our trainer," noted Mr. 
Bender. "We didn't have any other 
trainers from the time we hired 
him, until the past few months 
when he was very sick." 



Mr. Moncrief had operated a 
public stable, but the bulk of his 
horses belonged to the Benders. 
His only other client in recent 
months was Bert Holleran, for 
whom he trained only a few 
horses. 

The trainer is survived by his 
wife, Carolyn, and daughters Pam 
and Terry. 

Harry Jeffra 

Harry I. Jeffra, retired stable 
manager of Pimlico race track and a 
professional boxing champion in 
his youth, died September 27 at 
North Arundel Hospital following 
a long illness. He was 73. 

Mr. Jeffra had retired from his 
duties at Pimlico in 1978, following 
a heart attack, but he remained a 
well-known and popular figure 
around the Maryland race tracks. 

Born in a poor section of South 
Baltimore, Jeffra, who was given 
the first name Ignatius by his par¬ 
ents, was the son of Italian/Irish im¬ 
migrants. His parents moved to the 
Pimlico section of Baltimore when 
he was 10 years old. Often bullied 
by other neighborhood children 
because of his small size, Jeffra took 
boxing lessons at the YMCA, at the 
age of 14, to learn how to protect 
himself. "After that I never worried 
about getting even because I didn't 
have to," he remarked in a 1979 
Maryland Horse interview. 

It wasn't long before he was box¬ 
ing for money, and in 1936 he was 
"discovered" by professional man¬ 
agers Jack Dempsey and Max Wax- 
man at a fight in Baltimore. "They 
saw something in me I didn't know 
was there," said Jeffra, who won 
the world bantamweight title in 
1937 and the world featherweight 
title in 1940. 

A member of the Boxing Hall of 
Fame, the Maryland Athletic Hall 
of Fame, the Italian Sports Hall of 
Fame and the Italian-American

Hall of Fame, Jeffra won all but six 
out of about 175 bouts during his 
boxing career. 

He gave up boxing in 1944, and 
several years later, "after his money 
ran out," found work as a jockey's 
agent. Jeffra handled the books of 
several successful riders, including 
Tommy Lee and Sam Palumbo. 

In the mid-1950s, he became the 
stall man at all the Maryland/West 
Virginia half-mile tracks. He also 
took care of the racing silks at 
Pimlico and the sleeping rooms at 
Bowie. When the half-mile tracks 
closed, and Charles Town changed 
hands, Mr. Jeffra went to work at 
Pimlico full-time. From 1959 to 1971 
his title at Pimlico was stall man, 
then in 1971 he was promoted to 
the bigger job of stable manager. 

"For 17 years I boxed and all 1 
ever wanted to do was hurt. When I 
finished boxing I made up my mind 
I'd always be trying harder to be 
nice. I always try to please people," 
said Jeffra, explaining his philoso¬ 
phy on the job. 

Jeffra, who also excelled at golf, 
winning several championships at 
the Forest Park Golf Course many 
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years ago, had made his home in 
Glen Burnie in recent years. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Martha Page Deputy; two 
daughters, Barbara P Beck of Glen 
Burnie and Deborah G. Hake of 
Niles, Ohio; two sons, Arthur F. 
Jeffra of Easton and Michael H. 
Jeffra of Oxford; two brothers, 
Charles Jeffra of Pikesville and Jo¬ 
seph Jeffra of Reisterstown; five 
grandchildren and one great- 
grandson. 


Charles Eliot 

Charles Paul Eliot, 63, a retired 
engineer at the U.S. Postal Service 
who was involved in foxhunting 
and three-day eventing, died Sep¬ 
tember 11 at Holy Cross Hospital in 
Silver Spring. 

A member of the New Market 
Hounds in Frederick County, and 
the U.S. Combined Training Asso¬ 
ciation, Mr. Eliot was also a deco¬ 
rated veteran of World War II and a 
master bridge player. 


Mr. Eliot joined what is now the 
U.S. Postal Service in 1965. In the 
late 1960s he was the program man¬ 
ager for the first generation of opti¬ 
cal character readers, electronic de¬ 
vices that "'read" addresses and 
automatically sort mail. 

He later had other assignments 
at the Postal Service Research Divi¬ 
sion and Engineering Support Cen¬ 
ter. He retired only recently. 

A resident of Silver Spring, Mr. 
Eliot was born in Paris. During 
World War II he escaped from occu¬ 
pied France and joined the Free 
French forces in England, where he 
became a paratrooper. He was 
wounded during the invasion of 
southern France in August 1944 
and received the Croix de Guerre 
for bravery. 

In 1945, he came to the United 
States and settled in California. He 
graduated from the University of 
California at Berkeley, majoring in 
mechanical engineering. He was an 
engineer in California before mov¬ 
ing to the Washington area in 1962. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Helen Eliot, whom he married in 
1950, of Silver Spring; his mother, 
Leonie Castel, and a brother, Pierre 
Eliot, both of Paris, and a sister, 
Monique Irion of Fresno, Calif. 

Sally Litzenberger 

Sally Litzenberger, wife of for¬ 
mer jockey and retired Maryland 
racing steward Eddie Litzenberger, 
died on September 6 in Clearwater, 
Fla., after an illness of six months. 

A native of West Warick, R.L, 
Mrs. Litzenberger had been vari¬ 
ously employed during the last 20 
years in the admissions depart¬ 
ments at the Maryland tracks and 
Delaware Park. 

In addition to her husband of 38 
years, Mrs. Litzenberger is sur¬ 
vived by her two children, Mrs. 
Linda Ladewski of Matteson, Ill., 
and Edward Steven Litzenberger of 
Laurel, Md., and four grand¬ 
children.

an authority on racing over fences. 
He has ridden races himself, as 
have his children (the youngest. 
Woods, is a professional trainer 
and jockey), and he has written 
about and photographed the sport 
over the years, first for the MARY¬ 
LAND Horse and then in his posi¬ 
tion as editor and publisher of The 
Chronicle of the Horse. When an 
American travel company needed 
an expert to lead their tours to the 
English Grand National, Winants 
was their obvious choice. 

Consequently, his book on four¬ 
time Eclipse award-winning hurdle 
horse Flatterer tells all, accom¬ 
panied by over 100 photographs 
and paintings of nearly everyone, 
human and equine, who touched 
this classic race horse. 

Flatterer is indeed the epitome of 
a champion. Bred, owned and 
trained by Jonathan Sheppard (a 
transplanted Englishman) in part¬ 
nership with former NSHA presi¬ 
dent Bill Pape and bloodstock agent 
George Harris, the "plain" brown 
gelding won over $45,000 in one 
year on the flat before turning in an 
incredible jump race record of 16 
wins, five seconds, one third and 
one fourth in 24 starts. He was un¬ 
placed only once in his brush ca¬ 
reer. 

"Did you ever wonder why, ev¬ 
ery once in a great while, an indi¬ 
vidual comes along and stands so 
far above his peers as to defy be¬ 
lief?" asks Winants. 

The answer, according to the au¬ 
thor, is a conundrum. "They sim¬ 
ply possess a mystical talent that 


they can't explain themselves, 
much less to the world at large." 

For those of us who saw him 
run, this was Flatterer. The high 
point of his career may have been 
his 1986 race at Radnor, Pa., where 
"under 176 pounds—the most 
weight ever carried to victory by an 
American 'chaser—Flatterer gal¬ 
loped home seven lengths to the 
good of Jolly Four in the National 
Hunt Cup." 

The low point was doubtless last 
year in the Breeders' Cup Stee¬ 
plechase at Fair Hill. Flatterer bow¬ 
ed a tendon on the second turn of 
the course and the decision was 
made to retire the gallant 8-year- 
old. 

" 'After a year or more of rest, it's 
possible to bring horses back with 
this kind of injury, but they're nev¬ 
er the same. The tendon, in most 
cases, will hold together for a race 
or so, then go again. We won't sub¬ 
ject Flatterer to this. He'll be my 
personal hack, to go out with sets 
in the morning on the farm. Maybe 
some of his class will rub off on the 
newcomers,' said Sheppard . . . 
'One thing's for sure, though. I'll 
never have another Flatterer.' " 

Winants concludes his volume 
with a resume of the other "great 
ones," Hall of Famers such as Good 
and Plenty, Neji, Jay Trump and 
Zaccio. He is not comparing them 
to Flatterer so much as re-telling 
much loved stories. 

Flatterer is a fitting salute to a leg¬ 
end and to those people who made 
the champion in a sport where the 
horse still counts for more than the 
prize. 
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Jerry Frutkoff 
Keeps On Clicking

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Jerry Frutkoff has been clicking his camera in 
Maryland's winner's circles for 41 years now. 

That's a lot of smiling faces. That's a lot of hours with 
your hands in smelly chemicals. And that's a lot of 
clicks—probably about, oh, a few hundred thousand 
or so, give or take a little. 

For many owners, trainers and jockeys in Mary¬ 
land, going to see Jerry is one of their very favorite 
things in life. Because when they go to see Jerry, their 
horse has just won a race. 

For Jerry Frutkoff, making happy people happier 
with his photos has been a way of life. His life, simply 
put, has revolved around winners, and for that, he 
said, "I've been very lucky to have this kind of job." 

Frutkoff, who is 66 years old, grew up in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., near Belmont Park and the old Jamaica race track. 
He began his career in the photography business in 
1946 when he started working for two uncles in Coral 
Gables, Fla., after getting out of the Navy. He liked the 
business, but soon found that, after those three and 
one-half years in the Navy, he needed to get outdoors. 

So he found himself at Hialeah that year, shooting 
and selling pictures for his uncles' company. Jerry first 
came to the Maryland tracks the next year, in 1947, 
when he began working an East Coast circuit: Mary¬ 
land in the spring and fall. New Jersey in the summer 
and Florida in the winter. In 1952, he worked the Chi¬ 
cago tracks in the summer, and that's when he knew 
for sure that he had found a lifetime calling. 

"After I'd settled in my first day in Chicago, a friend 
called and asked me to come to work for the Miami 
Herald (as a news photographer)," he said. "But I had 
already gotten to like the race track and knew you 
could make a little more money there . . . boy, things 
sure could have worked out different." 

He has sold tens of thousands of pictures in those 41 
years, the last 15 in partnership with 42-year-oId Jim¬ 
my McCue (the son of a longtime Maryland owner) in 
their Double J Photos corporation. He has no particular 
favorites among any of those, saying, "I've treated ev¬ 
ery race the same, no matter if it was worth $200,000 or 
$2,000. I've treated everyone with respect—grooms, 
owners, trainers, jockeys—and I believe that's why I've 
always gotten along so well here." 

He's gotten along so well that, despite all the 
changes in ownership and management at Maryland 
tracks through the years, Jerry Frutkoff has always 
been the track photographer. 


Since starting out in Florida over 40 years ago, track pho¬ 
tographer Jerry Frutkoff, who develops and prints his own 
work, has taken hundreds of thousands of finish-line shots. 


"Well, except for a couple of times, when they tried 
someone else, but they always came right back to me," 
he said with sincere modesty. 

"Sure, there's always (other photographers) knock¬ 
ing on (management's) door wanting to know what 
they can do to get in here. But I don't pay much atten¬ 
tion to it, because most people think it's a snap job— 
come in, shoot pictures and go home. 

"But I worked 12 to 14 hours a day for my first 23 
years here by myself, and it just got to be too much. 
There's a lot of things that go on with this job that 
people just don't realize." 

Aside from selling pictures to horsemen, Frutkoff 
also services the tracks by providing newspapers and 
magazines with pictures when needed. For that. Dou¬ 
ble J is paid for its expenses along with a predeter¬ 
mined fee. 

The standard composite pictures, which include a 
winner's circle photo and a shot of the winning horse 
beating its rivals to the wire, are lettered with fancy 
calligraphy, a style of handwriting which Jerry learned 
long ago when starting out with his uncles. 

"I couldn't begin to count all the people from here 
who bring me their win pictures from other tracks and 
ask me to re-do them with my writing," he said. "For 
some reason, they just don't like it when it's typed out. 
They really go for the fancy writing." 

Aside from shooting, developing, printing and 
dressing up the pictures, Jerry also does a variety of 
photo work, all of it involving Maryland racing. 
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Frutkoff continued 


''When a jockey wins three or more in a day, they'll 
usually have us put something together for them," he 
said. "Something" can be a collage of win pictures, 
along with a shot of the jockey holding a saddlecloth 
number corresponding to his or her number of win¬ 
ners on the day. And the same can be done for trainers 
or for a horse who has accomplished something spe¬ 
cial. 

The standard win picture costs $15, and, contrary to 
what some people might believe, Frutkoff said that is 
far below what an "outside" professional would 
charge. "Some photographers can't believe we charge 
so little. But nobody overcharges on the race track. It 
would leave, well, a bad taste in their mouths." 

For 20 years, Jerry said, he charged $3 for a picture. 
Then, when he changed from black-and-white to color 
in 1973, the charge went to $6. Since then, because of 
the rising costs in production, the price has steadily 
crept up. "It seems like Eastman-Kodak goes up ten 
percent a month," he said. 


The fancy lettering on his composite win photos is a trade¬ 
mark of Frutkoff, who learned calligraphy from his uncles. 


Smaller racing outfits can usually be counted on to 
buy pictures, he said, whereas the larger stables will 
often pass up buying them, unless they've won an 
important race. 

Since those things tend to even out, Jerry "can pay 
the bills, but it's not as lucrative as some people would 
think, because we do have these expenses." Looking 
around in his small Laurel office (Double J is provided 
space at each track), he said, "I'm not rich by any 
means, but I do think I've been lucky to do as well as I 
have." 

Jerry said he is often asked for pictures he took 
many years ago. 

"Just the other day a lady called and was looking for 
a picture from 1962 at Hagerstown," he said. As an aid 
in complying with such requests, he keeps a master 
file of pictures back to about 1968, and also has many 
negatives remaining from prior years. "But they've got 
to know the date of the race, or at least be close, for me 
to be able to help them. And nine times out of ten," he 
laughed, invoking what must be a photographer's ver¬ 
sion of Murphy's Law, "they give me the wrong date." 

Over the years, Jerry has learned never to go out on 
the grounds without his camera. "I learned that lesson 
a long time ago, when I was up in the starter's stand 
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with Eddie Blind one day," he said. "A horse was being 
fractious in the gate. The jockey came off, and the 
assistant starter fell down out of the top of the gate and 
landed on the horse's back just as the door was open¬ 
ing. The horse broke out of the gate with that big guy 
up on him, riding backwards." 

Jerry is reluctant to talk about his personal life. Mar¬ 
ried twice (his second marriage ended in divorce in 
1979), Jerry has three daughters, the oldest of whom is 
40, and a son, aged 27. "I tried like heck to get my son, 
Steven, interested in coming into the business with 
me," said Frutkoff. "He tried it for a while. Said he 
liked taking pictures, but not at the race track." 

On his days off, he likes to bowl and go fishing, and 
he takes a trip to Ocean City at least once a month. "I 
have friends I stay with down there," he explained. 


Although his retirement is imminent, Jerry, who 
lives in an apartment in Greenbelt, is not looking for¬ 
ward to the prospect. 

"As long as Tm healthy I'm going to keep working, 
but I don't think I'll go past 70," he said. "Maybe I'll 
come in and help Jimmy sometimes if possible. 

"Some days I've gotten up in the morning and 
thought, 'I don't want to go to work this morning.' 

"But then. I'll take a shower and get going, and then 
TII wonder, 'Why did you think that? You know you 
love coming out here.' " □

Snow King's Full Brother 
Tops Yearling Sale at $90,000 


Rollicking, the Glade Valley 
Farms stallion whose sons and 
daughters dominated this year's 
Maryland Million, also figured 
most prominently in the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic Selected Yearling 
sale, held at Timonium on Septem¬ 
ber 25, the week after the Maryland 
Million. 


Sales topper (at $90,000) was a 
full brother to Snow King, the 
2-year-old colt who triumphed in 
the All Maryland Nursery. 

By Rollicking out of Snow Lady 
(by Raise a Native), the sales topper 
was consigned by his breeder. 
Glade Valley Farms, Inc., and pur¬ 


chased in the name of Sondra 
Bender. Mrs. Bender, who is ac¬ 
tively involved in the horse busi¬ 
ness along with her husband How¬ 
ard Bender, a builder in the 
Washington, D.C., area, has had 
remarkable success with two of the 
colt's older brothers. Last year as a 
2-year-old, her King's Snow (by 
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Rollicking—Snow Lady) won the 
Rollicking, Primer and Rascal 
Stakes and earned over $110,000. 

Snow King, who registered his 
first stakes victory on Maryland 
Million Day, was the highest-priced 
offering at last year's version of the 
same auction, where he was 
bought by Mrs. Bender on a 
$75,000 bid. 

Three Rollicking colts were sold 
at this year's sale, bringing $90,000, 
$47,000 and $32,000—for an aver¬ 
age of $56,333. The one Rollicking 
filly in the sale brought $15,000. 
The $47,000 colt, who was also the 
second most expensive yearling in 
the sale, is out of the First Landing 
mare Toe Dancer. A half-brother to 
stakes-placed Toes Forward (2nd 
Aspidistra Flandicap, $129,084) 
and Turn to King, that colt, who 
has already been given the name 
Rollanding, was consigned by Dr. 
Allen Garst's Garland Farm, Sum¬ 
mer Wind Farm, agent, and pur¬ 
chased by Henry L. Carroll. 

In keeping with what is seen as a 
national trend, overall average and 
gross amount were down signifi¬ 
cantly at the sale. 

A total of 125 yearlings were sold 
for $1,251,900, and the average was 
$10,015. Compared with last year's 
average ($12,047), results showed a 
16.8 percent decline. Gross 
dropped about ten percent (from 
$1,397,500), although there were 
nine more horses sold this year 
than last. Out of 166 yearlings of¬ 
fered, 41 (or 25 percent) were buy¬ 
backs. 

Leading consignor was Donald 
P. Litz, agent, who sold 17 yearlings 
for a total of $247,000. Litz repre¬ 
sented several different interests, 
and was agent in the sale of a 
$36,000 Smarten—Smiling Cece 
colt and a $35,000 Oh Say—Miss 
Galax filly from the immediate fam¬ 
ily of Grade 1 winner Sham Say. 

Largest buyer was the Siegel 
family—Jan, Mace and Saman¬ 
tha—of California. The Siegels' 
trainer Brian A. Mayberry was at

Mayberry purchased five year¬ 
lings, spending a total of $111,000. 
And, not surprisingly, the $32,000 
Rollicking colt (out of the What a 
Pleasure mare Solo Pleasure) was 
his most expensive buy.

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Grand National Winner 
Jay Trump Dies at 31 


Jay Trump, the Maryland-bred 
who achieved immortal distinction 
in 1965 when he became the first 
winner of the English Grand Na¬ 
tional bred and owned and ridden 
by Americans, died August 24 at 
his owner Mary Stephenson 
LeBlond's farm near Cincinnati, 
Ohio. He was 31 years old. 

One of the most famous Cin¬ 
derella horses of all time. Jay 
Trump (Tonga Prince—Be Trump 
by ’^Bernborough) was '"bred to be 
nothing and almost succeeded in 
being just that," in the words of Pe¬ 
ter VVinants, who produced the 
classic book on the horse's career: 
lai/ Trump, a Stceplechasiuif 
(VVinants Brothers, Inc., 1966). 

"jay Trump's dam. Be Trump, 
was a $50 purchase and an utter 
failure as a race horse," wrote 
VVinants. "His sire, Tonga Prince, 
was a moderate performer at the 
tiny Charles Town track in West 
Virginia. (Tonga Prince) was at 
(owner/trainer Jay) Sensenich's 
farm being patched up between 
starts. Jay Trump was the result of a 
most casual mating. Be Trump was 
in season. Tonga Prince was an en¬ 
tire horse ..." 

At 2 and 3, Jay Trump made a 
total of eight starts at Charles 
Town, and succeeded in placing 
only once. He earned exactly $220 
for his breeder and early owner and 


trainer Jay Sensenich, a West Vir¬ 
ginia-based horseman of modest 
means. 

The story of how Jay Trump was 
discovered as a 3-year-old by horse¬ 
man Crompton (Tommy) Smith is 
one of the favorite legends of the 
sport. 

Smith, scouting timber racing 
prospects on behalf of his aunt, 
Mrs. LeBlond (then Mrs. Mary Ste¬ 
phenson), spent six weeks search¬ 
ing through the ''gyp" stables at 
Charles Town. The horse he chose 
was a big, solidly-built, good- 
natured gelding. 

Before the deal could be closed, 
there was an unexpected develop¬ 
ment, as Winants recounted: ". . . 
this horse really had the slows. 
Something happened, however, in 
Jay Trump's final Charles Town 
start. He broke last and for the first 
turn of the field he was his old self. 
He was running last. All of a sud¬ 
den he started to move. He ran like 
crazy through the stretch. He was 
beaten three-quarters of a length at 
84-1. The asking price on Jay Trump 
had been $1,250. After that effort 
Mrs. Stephenson had to go to a 
whopping $2,000 to purchase the 
future Aintree winner." 

Soon after that Jay Trump was 
shipped to trainer Bobby Fenwick's 
farm near Glyndon (Md.), and the 
transformation began. He failed 
embarrassingly in his debut, a 


ladies' race at Warrenton (Va.) in 
1962. But Jay Trump returned the 
next year and won his first Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup in a record time of 
8:42V5. 

As a 6-year-old in 1964 he swept 
Maryland's triple crown of timber 
racing (My Lady's Manor, Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt Cup) 
with Tommy Smith, his regular rid¬ 
er, aboard. The horse and his con¬ 
nections then embarked on the am¬ 
bitious trip to England. 

In England, Jay Trump's training 
was taken over by Fred Winter, a 
former British steeplechase jockey 
who had two Grand National victo¬ 
ries to his credit (aboard Sundew in 
1957 and Kilmore in 1962). Winter 
had just turned to training when 
Jay Trump arrived in 1964. 

Smith continued to serve as Jay 
Trump's rider in England, and the 
two were victorious in their first try 
overseas, the 1964 Autumn Trial at 
Sandown Park. Jay Trump started 
four more times before the Grand 
National, and had two wins. 

Hailed as the great American 
hope in the 1965 Grand National, 
Jay Trump was dispatched as third 
favorite in a field of 47 horses, at 
odds of about 17-1. Only 14 horses 
finished the race. Avoiding most 
traffic problems by racing on the in¬ 
side, the Marylanders found them¬ 
selves in a stretch duel with the fa¬ 
vorite, Freddie. Jay Trump out- 
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dueled the Irish-bred Freddie in a 
furious battle, and won by three- 
quarters of a length. 

Jay Trump returned to the Unit¬ 
ed States the following year, win¬ 
ning the My Lady's Manor and 
Maryland Hunt Cup. His stee¬ 
plechasing career spanned five 
seasons, and he was victorious in 
15 out of 23 starts. Elected to the 
racing Hall of Fame in 1971, Jay 
Trump lived out his life at Mrs. 
LeBlond's Meshewa Horse Farm, 
where he was cared for by her 
granddaughter Serena Stephenson 
Molloy. He is buried at the finish 
line of the steeplechase course at 
the Kentucky Horse Park, in a grave 
marked by yellow and white chry¬ 
santhemums (his owner's colors). 
A stone monument is reportedly 
planned for the gravesite. 

Tommy Smith, now the chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of a surgical supply 
company in Wayzata, Minn., re¬ 
tired from the horse business in 
1970, and had not seen Jay Trump 
since 1968. ". . . I'm glad he wiH 
continue to be appreciated," said 
Smith, in a Blood-Horse article fol¬ 
lowing Jay Trump's death. "That 
kind of horse comes along once in a 
lifetime, maybe only once in a cen¬ 
tury." □

held September 18 at the Maryland 
Horse and Pony Show in Upper 
Marlboro, was won this year by a 
Virginian, Kim Lloyd. 

Finalists, who must win a quali¬ 
fying class at a member show dur¬ 
ing the season, compete in three 
separate phases—a written test, 
which counts 20 percent, and equi¬ 
tation on the flat (40 percent) and 
over fences (40 percent). 

Judges Julie Ulrich of Mid- 
dleburg, Va., and Jeff Ayers of 
Quakertown, Pa., put the contes¬ 
tants through extensive flat work 
without stirrups before having 
them tackle the jumping course de¬ 
signed by Bobbi Stedding. An in¬ 
viting course, it rode easily yet gave 
the finalists many opportunities to 
demonstrate their abilities. 

Miss Lloyd, who is trained by 
Pam Baker of Hillcrest Farms in Vir¬ 
ginia Beach, won both riding 
phases and tied for fourth in the 
written test. Behind her in the over¬ 
all standings were: second, Alex¬ 
andra Gelber; third, Joanne 
Wessells; fourth, Katie Huber; fifth, 
Amy Boyle and sixth, Krista Hunt¬ 
er.

50 Years Ago... 

■ On the cover of the 
Maryland Horse was 
Maryland Futurity winner 
Challedon, a bay colt by 
’^Challenger 11 out of the ’^Sir 
Gallahad 111 mare Laura Gal. The 
Futurity, restricted to Maryland- 
breds, was the first stakes victory 
for W.L. Brann's homebred 2-year- 
old. According to the MARYLAND 
Horse, the Maryland Futurity 
"'drew the biggest field yet . . . 
and was the best race, from the 
spectator's standpoint. It is true 
that possibly the best of the 
Maryland-bred juveniles, Dick 
Christmas' Solvit, was ineligible 

. . . yet the field finished well 
together and furnished a horse 
race throughout. 

"Twelve faced the starter . . . 
Mystery Miss led the field to the 
head of the stretch. From then on 
it was a ding-dong race between 
the ultimate winner and War 
Moon, who was beaten a neck . . . 
The race was worth $4,720 to the 
winner, who is trained by Louis J. 
Schaefer, former jockey who has 
handled the Brann horses for the 
past year or so." 

■ Statistics and conditions were 
given ft^r the upcoming Pimlico 
Special and its entrants, 

Seabiscuit and War Admiral, 
including a chart of physical 
comparisons between the two 
horses. 

■ In reviewing the stakes run 
during October, the MARYLAND 
Hc:)RSE commented that "the 
month commenced with the 
Capitol Handicap at Laurel, than 
which there is no lovelier racing 
spot in the fall of the year in this 
whole country." J. Yancey 


Christmas' Maryland-bred Rough 
Time captured the Capitol while 
William Woodward's Belair Stud 
entry, Johnstown, was victorious 
in the Richard Johnson Stakes, a 
race named in honor of Laurel's 
former president. Belair's 
Johnstown was a half-brother to 
the talented filly Jacola, winner of 
the Maryland Handicap and the 
Laurel Stakes, a race in which she 
drew off easily to defeat 
Seabiscuit. As for the Selima 
Stakes, it was noted, "drawing, as 
ever, the best juvenile fillies of the 
year, (the race) produced a 
splendid contest. Black Helen's 
little sister. Big Hurry, scoring a 
decisive victory over Inscoelda 
and Dinner Date." 

■ Among the Stallion Notes was 
this one: "No stallion in Maryland 
has had less of an opportunity for 
his foals to show their racing 
worth than High Strung, whose 
choicest get for some seasons 
were expropriated from their 
father's racing string by the four 
Gerry boys for their polo strings. 
The chestnut son of High Time is 
leading the Maryland sires in 
races won by 2-year-olds. . ." 

It was also announced that Petee 
Wrack, winner of the Travers, 
Suburban and Metropolitan 
Handicaps and a half-brother to 
Gallant Fox, had recently been 
moved to Frank A. Bonsai Jr.'s 
Mantua Farm. "In his new role he 
should get some fine jumping 
stock in Maryland," observed the 
writer. 

■ The Editor's Saddle-Bag entry 
for September 12: "Was up at 
Sagamore inspecting the newly 
widened track and new barns 
today, as well as the mares and 
foals, and found the Discovery 


foals to be pleasing to the eye in 
every respect. 'Twill be a fine 
thing for the state, as well as for 
his owner, if this horse turns out 
a success. His foals tend to make 
one think their sire may well do 
so." 

■ An ad offered seasons to 
’^Challenger II at a fee of $750, 
proudly pointing out that the 
Glade Valley Farm stallion had 
sired 49 foals in his first four 
crops, of which 43 had started 
and 35 had won. ’^Challenger 11 
was also the sire of six stakes 
winners, including the most 
recent one, Challedon. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ Outer Space, foaled in 
Kentucky but raised in Maryland 
at the home of her sire, the 
Country Life Farm stallion Saggy, 
captured the Beldame Stakes at 
Belmont to conclude a 
distinguished racing career. 
Misfortune struck ten days later 
when the 4-year-old filly broke a 
coffin bone in her left fore and 
had to be retired. But the 
Beldame placed Mr. and Mrs. 
Gerard Smith's runner firmly 
among the best fillies and mares 
in training when she defeated a 
field that included A Glitter, 
Dotted Line, Rare Treat, Tempted 
and Alanesian. The Beldame was 
also "a piece of true artistry 
fashioned by racing secretary- 
handicapper Frank E. Kilroe. 

Only a little more than two 
lengths separated the first eight to 
finish," wrote Joe Hickey in The 
Racing Scene. 

■ Maryland-sired Neji, the 
champion steeplechaser by 
“^Hunters Moon IV, who stood at 
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janon Fisher's The Caves Farm in 
Eccleston, was thwarted in his 
attempt to carry a record 176 
pounds to victory in the Temple 
Gwathmey Steeplechase 
Handicap. Neji, in trying to win 
his third Gwathmey, was beaten a 
neck by Benguala while giving 
that rival 29 pounds. In his 
previous start, Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps' champion won the Grand 
National Steeplechase, setting a 
new course record under a 173- 
pound impost. 

(Champion Flatterer 
successfully carried 176 pounds to 
victory 28 years later in the 
National Hunt Cup 
Steeplechase—he is the only 
horse to have bettered Neji's 
mark). 

■ Native Dancer's first stakes 
winner. Sit This Out, with Ted 
Atkinson up, was pictured on the 
cover of the Maryland Horse 
after capturing the Maryland 
Futurity at Laurel. The gray filly, 
owned and bred by Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, defeated favored 
Snommis in the race restricted to 
2-year-olds conceived and foaled 
in Maryland. The filly earlier had 
the distinction of being the first 
Native Dancer foal to carry the 
famous Vanderbilt colors. 

■ It was announced that Bowling 
Brook Farm, Maryland's oldest 
breeding and training 
establishment, was to be leased 
by trainer Henry S. Clark, and 
would again have horses in 
residence after a three-year 
absence. Founded in 1868 by 
Wyndham Walden, trainer of a 
record seven Preakness winners, 
the farm was for years considered 
one of the nation's finest 
Thoroughbred farms. However, 
the Carroll County property 


eventually came under the control 
of the Richardson Foundation, 
which operated a home for 
orphaned boys there. It was 
hoped that, in time, Clark's stable 
would provide part-time 
employment for some of the 
youngsters from the home. 

■ An obituary reported the death 
of S.W. Labrot Jr., former board 
chairman of Fair Grounds race 
track and owner of Holly Beach 
Farm, a training and breeding 
establishment in Anne Arundel 
County. The star of Mr. Labrot's 
racing stable was Tred Avon, one 
of the greatest Maryland-bred 
race mares. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ The 10-year-old stallion 
Northern Jove became a hot 
property thanks to the 
achievements of his daughter 
Candy Eclair. Candy Eclair was 
the leading candidate for the 
2-year-old filly championship 
honors after winning five races in 
five starts, three of them stakes, 
including the Selima. Standing at 
Edgar M. Lucas' Helmore Farm in 
Woodbine, syndicate-owned 
Northern Jove had been 
purchased while racing as a 
5-year-old by Lucas from Peter 
Fuller. Upon retiring the stakes- 
winning son of Northern Dancer 
to stud, Lucas said of the 
syndication, "My goal was to sell 
shares in him at $5,000. And it 
wasn't easy . . . And the live foal 
services (at $1,500) weren't easy to 
move, either." But the stallion's 
book was full prior to the 1979 
season, with his stud fee set at 
$3,000. (By the end of 1979, 
Northern Jove had been moved to

The Supply and Demand for Horses 

Because the market for horses is agricultural, the quantity and quality of 
supply are naturally determined by production decisions made as many as three 
or four years earlier. Supply cannot be immediately increased regardless of de¬ 
mand. In the face of higher prices, economists refer to this type of market as 
inelastic. 

It's useful for producers to keep in mind that periods of low prices continually 
impact future supply decisions. This process often continues long after the point 
at which sufficient adjustments have been made to bring future factors into a 
balance at a price level most producers would find adequate. 

When that occurs, the inevitable period of short supply will be characterized 
by extraordinarily good prices, which will, in turn, induce different kinds of 
production adjustments. These so-called "biological cycles" of five or six years are 
common in both the beef and dairy components of the cattle industry for the same 
inelastic-supply reasons. 

Attempts to increase the demand side of such a market can sometimes pay 
significant dividends. Given the biological time constraints on supply manage¬ 
ment, the market focus for the Thoroughbred breeding business should be on 
ways to attract new race horse owners into the business. 

Because of better purses for all classes of horses, and because yearlings and 
2-year-olds can currently be bought for less than their cost of production, it's a 
perfect time for new owners to enter the game. If organized efforts to attract them 
were at all successful, prices would be enhanced long before the inevitable supply 
impact.
